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PREFACE 


With  the  constant  growth  and  change  of  Jewish  life  in  the 
New  World,  the  family  life  of  the  American  Jew  has  been  in¬ 
fluenced  by  the  huge  extent  of  his  communal  activities.  Instead  of 
loosely  related  groups,  families  too  have  been  organized  in  the 
American  manner,  giving  rise  to  a  large  number  of  “family 
circles.” 

The  Michael  Tenzer  Family  Circle  is  among  the  first  of 
these.  Founded  in  1927  by  descendants  of  East-European  Jew¬ 
ish  families,  it  has  grown  steadily,  in  numbers  and  in  spirit. 

I  have  been  commissioned  by  the  President  —  beloved 
“Brother  Joe”  —  to  edit  and  publish  this  Jubilee  Volume,  on  the 
occasion  of  the  Circle’s  tenth  anniversary.  This  task  was  under¬ 
taken  with  deep  pride  and  pleasure. 

The  book  represents  more  than  the  ordinary  record  of  a  fam¬ 
ily  organization.  In  order  to  bring  home  the  lessons  of  Judaism 
under  which  the  Circle  was  created,  there  have  been  included  sev¬ 
eral  excellent  articles  on  the  importance  of  the  Jewish  family,  and 
its  role  in  the  life  of  Israel.  These  have  been  contributed  by  a 
distinguished  group  of  scholars  and  rabbis,  to  whom  I  now  take 
the  opportunity  of  offering  my  thanks  ond  those  of  the  entire 
Circle.  Through  their  kindly  aid,  we  have  been  able  to  make  the 
book  more  representative  of  the  literary  and  intellectual  spirit  of 
Judaism.  While  we  thus  perpetuate  in  print  the  name  of  our  or¬ 
ganization,  we  at  the  same  time  have  created  a  spiritual  treasure 
for  them  to  cherish. 

The  Jubilee  Volume  should  help  strengthen  the  bonds  and  fur¬ 
ther  the  principles  of  the  Family  Circle — as  set  forth  in  the  pre¬ 
amble  to  the  constitution:  “to  promote  the  welfare  and  enhance 
the  happiness  of  our  members,  to  cultivate  the  feeling  of  brother¬ 
ly  love  ...”  I  shall  feel  content  that  with  the  completion  of

the  present  task,  I  have  added  to  the  strength  and  growth  of 
the  Michael  Tenzer  Family  Circle,  of  w'hich  Beatrice  and  I  have 
long  felt  honored  to  be  members. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  Rabbi  Abraham  Burstein  for 
his  kindness  in  reading  the  proofs  and  in  offering  many  valuable 
suggestions.  I  am  also  deeply  grateful  to  Mr.  Charles  E.  Bloch 
of  the  Bloch  Publishing  Company  for  his  excellent  technical  ad¬ 
vice;  and  to  Miss  Anna  Fisch  of  the  same  company  for  her  valu¬ 
able  assistance.

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THE  FAMILY  IN  JEWISH  LIFE

Two  years  after  Moses  delivered  the  Jews  from  Egypt,  out 
of  the  house  of  bondage,  and  they  were  marching  through  the 
wilderness  of  Sinai  to  freedom  and  nationhood — the  Bible  tells 
us  that  God  spake  thus  to  Moses:  myiD  1N8P 

('K — X  :  0 nnx  rprtf  DninSBPO?  uTake  ye  the  sum  of  all 

the  congregation  oj  the  children  of  Israel ,  after  their  families , 
by  the  descent  from  their  fathers .” 

These  words  prove  to  us  the  important  role  of  the  family  in 
those  formative  days  for  Israel.  The  foremost  factor  in  their 
development  was  the  family  group,  upon  which  their  entire  ped¬ 
igree  and  national  identity  were  to  be  built.  The  rabbis  have 
interpreted  this  passage  in  a  significant  legend: 

When  God  gave  the  Torah  to  Israel,  the  other  nations  de¬ 
manded  of  Him,  “Why  do  you  not  give  us  the  Torah?”  To  this 
the  Almighty  replied,  “Bring  me  the  Sefer  Yuchsin,  the  record  of 
your  descent,  so  that  I  may  judge  whether  you  are  worthy  of  re¬ 
ceiving  a  Torah!” 

The  thought  here  is  that  only  a  people  bound  by  strong  fa¬ 
mily  ties  and  traditions  is  certain  to  guarantee  the  perpetuation 
of  the  ideals  incorporated  in  the  heavenly  books. 

Another  biblical  quotation  of  the  same  import  appears  when 
Israel  is  settled  on  its  own  land.  This  is  the  law  of  the  fifty  year 
jubilee:  (t<"^ — n"D  :  mpM)  lnn^E  ^  ww  innnN  5k  omen 
uAnd  ye  shall  return  every  man  unto  his  possession,  and  every 
man  unto  his  family ”  (Leviticus  XXV).  The  meaning  here  is 
that  one  without  family  is  as  though  without  possessions  and 
without  security. 

In  the  constricted  quarters  of  the  medieval  Ghetto,  the  family 
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relationship  became  still  stronger  and  more  intimate.  For  genera¬ 
tions  the  same  spiritual  and  physical  environment  encompassed 
all;  the  same  traits  as  well  persisted  for  long  periods.  Then  every 
action  was  ascribed  to  the  influence  of  the  family;  and  the  family 
shared  responsibility  for  good  or  evil  with  the  individual. 

When  we  study  the  moral  aspects  of  the  Jewish  family 
(nns^DD  ntynp)  its  purity  and  holiness,  we  find  it  elevated  by 
law  to  the  highest  excellence.  On  Yom  Kippur,  the  sacred  Day 
of  Atonement,  the  laws  o£  family  purity  are  specially  recited  at 
the  afternoon  service,  as  the  most  fitting  reading  for  the  holy  day. 

All  through  history,  the  family  has  been  the  connecting  link 
in  Jewry  between  the  individual  and  the  community,  the  train¬ 
ing  school  for  social  and  communal  solidarity.  The  strongest  of 
influences  is  that  exerted  by  one’s  immediate  relatives.  In  truth —

“He  who  disgraces  himself ,  disgraces  his  family”  (Midrash 
Rabbah).  Similar  characterizations  abound  in  Jewish  literature. 

The  Talmud  and  all  Jewish  literature  have  made  the  elements 
of  family  life  part  and  parcel  of  the  Jewish  religion,  its  duties 
and  observances.  There  was  a  reciprocal  strengthening  of  the 
faith  and  every  household  in  which  it  was  observed.  The  very 
Sabbaths  and  holy  days  are  completely  interwoven  with  the  life 
of  the  family;  the  observances  are  of  such  a  nature  that  our 
days  of  festival  are  essentially  family  holidays.  Children  learned 
their  faith  first  in  their  homes;  in  the  bosom  of  the  family  came 
the  religious  strength  and  persistence  that  have  marked  the  life 
of  Israel  through  the  ages. 

The  greatest  national  Jewish  festival,  Passover,  has  been 
made  primarily  a  family  yom-tov ,  through  the  instrumentality  of 
the  seder.  Such  minor  feast  days  as  Purim  and  Chanukah  have 
helped  to  exak  and  beautify  the  Jewish  home,  so  that  every 
Jew,  no  matter  what  might  be  the  circumstances  of  his  life 
without,  could  there  find  an  unchanging  spiritual  sanctuary.  All 
those  sentiments,  such  as  that  for  the  rebuilding  of  Jewish  na¬ 
tionalism  and  the  reestablishment  of  Israel’s  home  in  Palestine, 
were  there  nurtured  and  sustained. 

The  family  is  assuredly  the  cornerstone  of  all  civilization. 
To  the  Jew  it  has  been  an  eternal  source  of  strength,  keeping

In  these  times,  therefore,  when  so  many  influences  tend  to 
weaken  the  hold  of  our  faith  upon  our  youth,  let  us  all  the 
more  cling  to  one  another  and  maintain  the  supremacy  of  the 
Jewish  family. 
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THE  JEWISH  FAMIL  Y

In  modern  days  change  of  circumstances,  a  war,  a  new  form 
of  government,  even  new  fashions  of  conduct,  have  directly  af¬ 
fected  the  strength  and  purity  of  the  family.  Thus  the  current 
depression  has  played  havoc  with  conjugal  and  filial  affection; 
with  poverty,  love  has  been  excessively  strained.  The  effect  of 
war  and  enforced  migration  on  home  ties  can  still  be  noted 
throughout  the  world.  Early  communism,  in  changing  economic 
and  political  forms,  was  not  averse  to  turning  children  violently 
against  their  forbears.  The  coming  of  the  flapper  era  was  ac¬ 
companied  by  a  new  flippancy  toward  the  old  folks.  Family 
relationships  are  delicate  things,  which  are  readily  disrupted. 

By  this  criterion,  the  Jews,  who  have  suffered  most  under  the 
world’s  vicissitudes,  who  have  been  placed  under  the  greatest 
compulsion  to  give  up  the  heritage  of  their  past,  who  have  suf¬ 
fered  first  and  worst  under  all  national  and  international  up¬ 
heavals,  should  long  ago  have  broken  down  as  exemplars  of 
happy  domesticity.  Yet,  under  the  stimulus  of  a  powerful  and 
morally  comprehensive  religious  sense,  the  people  of  Israel  have 
maintained  the  sanctity  of  their  homes  without  alteration.  In 
the  ghetto  or  the  pale,  under  benign  or  malignant  rule,  at  home  or 
asea,  the  members  of  the  family,  bound  to  a  common  God,  a 
common  faith  and  race,  a  common  goal,  have  clung  to  one  another 
with  most  uncommon  persistency.  No  other  group  in  history 
can  show  such  a  consistent  record  of  internal  allegiance. 

Even  the  enemies  of  Israel  grudgingly  grant  this  virtue, 
though  they  temper  their  praise  by  a  subsequent  reference  to 
Jewish  clannishness.  But  clannishness  is  the  strength  of  all  hu¬ 
manity.  It  implies  every  form  of  loyalty.  A  man  devoted  to 
his  loved  ones,  and  to  his  own  social  group,  is  already  marked  as 
the  possessor  of  a  sound  idealism.  The  world  persists  on  loyally. 
Israel  has  been  maintained  because  of  the  ideals  of  loyalty  fos- 
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tered  by  Jewish  law  and  observance,  and  unaltered  by  the  force 
of  circumstance. 

We  are  thus  led  to  conclude  that  Israel  will  continue  to  live 
and  flourish  only  in  proportion  that  the  ancient  ideals  of  family 
life  are  operative  among  its  people.  So  long  as  the  purity  of 
family  life  is  preserved,  as  conjugal  and  filial  love  is  made  a 
summum  bonum,  and  as  household  observances  are  employed  to 
perpetuate  these  sentiments,  Judaism  and  its  upholders  need  not 
fear  death.  The  home  is  the  bulwark  of  civilization;  the  Jews 
have  the  oldest  continuing  civilization  because  they  have  at  no 
time  abandoned  that  essential  truth. 
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THE  MORAL  ASPECT  OF  THE  FAMILY* 

By  RABBI  DR.  LEO  JUNG 

Let  us  start  with  the  trite  observation  that  like  most  of  the 
institutions  of  the  world,  the  family  is  no  end  in  itself,  but  a 
means  to  an  end.  The  end  of  all  human  institutions  should  be 
the  happiness  and  the  goodness  of  man.  The  end  of  the  family 
as  an  institution  should  therefore  be  the  happiness  and  the  good¬ 
ness  first  of  its  own  members,  then  in  a  larger  concentric  circle 
the  happiness  of  other  families,' involving  in  the  largest  circum¬ 
ference  the  happiness  and  goodness  of  the  family  of  families, 
all  humankind. 

*  *  * 

Like  many  other  good  works,  the  family  must  start  at  home. 
The  ultimate  unit  is  the  group  formed  by  parents  and  children. 
The  first  task  then  of  the  family  is  to  promote  the  goodness  and 
the  happiness  of  parents,  of  children  and  of  parents  and  children 

in  their  relation  to  each  other. 

*  *  * 

The  task  of  the  family,  according  to  this  view,  lies  in  the 
example  of  human  unity,  in  the  freedom  and  cooperation,  in  the 
co-guardianship  of  spiritual  values,  in  the  microcosm  of  moral 
conduct,  in  the  holiness  of  the  home.  The  task  of  the  family 
includes  unselfishness,  and  the  self-realization  of  the  next  genera¬ 
tion,  but  above  all  the  interpreting  of  the  reciprocal  parents- 
children  relation  so  as  to  achieve  within  the  confines  of  the 
family  a  unity  that  expresses  the  individual  and  the  collective 
values  of’ social  ethics. 

*  *  * 

The  family  is  the  foundation  of  society — it  is  at  the  bottom 
of  every  civilization.  The  Book  of  Daniel  has  a  fine  message  on 
the  subject  of  the  family:  the  passage  in  question  relates  the

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dream  of  the  King  of  Babylon.  It  seems  that  he  had  been  com¬ 
paring  in  his  mind  the  fate  of  earlier  dynasties,  and  he  may 
have  been  wondering  about  his  own.  In  a  dream  the  vision 
was  vouchsafed  to  him.  “As  for  that  image,  its  head  was  of 
fine  gold,  its  breast  and  its  arms  of  silver,  its  belly  and  its 
thighs  of  brass,  its  legs  of  iron,  its  feet  of  clay.  Thou  sawest 
till  that  a  stone  was  cut  out  without  hands,  which  smote  the 
image  upon  the  feet  that  were  of  iron  and  clay,  and  broke  them 
in  pieces.  Then  was  the  iron,  the  clay,  the  brass,  the  silver 
and  the  gold  broken  in  pieces  together,  and  became  like  the 
chaff  of  the  summer  threshing-floors;  and  the  wind  carried  them 
away,  so  that  no  place  was  found  for  them.”  (Daniel  2,  32-35). 
This  dream  does  indeed  present  the  major  claim  of  the  family. 
Empires  with  all  the  gold  of  the  treasury  and  the  silver  of  art 
and  education  and  the  brass  and  iron  of  commerce  and  industry 
depend  ultimately  for  their  survival  not  on  these,  but  on  another 
base.  Empires  are  divisible  into  provinces,  provinces  into  states, 
states  into  cities,  cities  into  families.  The  family  is  the  ultimate 
unit.  Wherever  the  family  has  functioned  unimpaired,  the  gold, 
silver,  brass  and  iron  of  the  state  have  endured.  It  has  been 
noticed  that  the  disintegration  of  the  family  has  often  fore¬ 
shadowed  the  doom  of  the  state.  Where  the  family  has  become 
even  partly  clay,  the  unseen  hand  of  historical  justice  has  flung 
against  the  state  its  stone,  casting  down  the  family  and  destroy¬ 
ing  with  it  the  gold  of  the  treasury  and  the  silver  of  art  and 

education  and  the  brass  and  iron  of  commerce  and  industry. 

*  *  * 

It  is  because  of  this  basic  importance  of  the  family  that  its 
welfare  is  not  only  a  private  but  indeed  a  vitally  public  concern. 
The  family  has  not  been  functioning  with  absolute  perfection; 
it  has  been  shaken  by  the  assaults  of  industrialism,  by  the  reli¬ 
gious  and  political  and  emotional  unrest  of  today.  Hence  the 
need  for  an  Institute  of  Family  Relations,  hence  the  many  efforts 
to  promote  the  welfare,  to  improve  the  quality,  to  extend  the 
benefits  and  intensify  the  service  of  the  family,  not  only  as  the 
reservoir  of  the  hidden  treasures  of  the  nation,  but  as  a  labor¬ 
atory  of  social  ethics. 

*  *  * 
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It  is  recognized  that  the  family,  so  far  as  our  best  knowledge 
and  experience  goes,  is  the  only  institution  in  which  mankind  can 
translate  its  choice  sentiment  and  best  planning  into  best  pos¬ 
sible  actuality.  Thus,  from  a  moral  point  of  view  we  ought  to 
devote  ourselves,  individually  as  well  as  collectively,  to  the  cul¬ 
tivation  of  the  interests  of  the  family.  This  is  not  to  deny  that 
there  do  exist  in  the  sphere  of  the  family  outrageous  wrongs, 
inequalities,  abuses,  foolish  attitudes,  ad  infinitum,  but  such 
exist  in  every  social  institution.  Let  us  be  fair,  let  us  be  con¬ 
structive  and  helpful.  We  should  try  to  improve  the  status  of 
the  family  by  placing  at  the  disposal  of  the  unmarried  all  the 
findings  that  intelligence  and  conscience  of  present-day  humanity 
have  mined  out  of  medical,  psychological  and  sociological  re¬ 
search — all  this,  of  course,  by  careful  selection. 
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JEWISH  WOMEN  — 

THE  EDUCATORS  OF  THE  FAMILY 

By  DR.  TRUDE  WEISS  ROSMARIN 
( President ,  The  School  of  the  Jewish  Woman) 

There  are  two  statements  in  the  Talmud,  both  by  equally 
great  and  learned  scholars,  concerning  women’s  role  in  the  field 
of  Jewish  learning.  In  Sota  20a,  Ben  Azzai  states:  “Haiav 
adam  lelamed  eth  bitho  Torah,”  ‘‘Every  man  is  obliged  to  teach 
his  daughter  the  Torah.”  His  colleague,  Rabbi  Eleazar,  how¬ 
ever,  in  the  next  line  states,  “Kol  hamclamed  eth  bitho  Torah 
keilu  melamedah  tifluth,”  “Whoever  teaches  his  daughter  Torah 
is  as  if  he  teaches  her  obscenity.” 

During  the  course  of  centuries  since  these  opinions  were  first 
expressed,  the  one  that  ‘every  man  is  obliged  to  teach  his  daughter 
Torah,’  has  been  almost  completely  forgotten.  There  are  very 
few  men  who  even  know  of  the  existence  of  this  Talmudical 
statement.  Rabbi  Eleazar’s  opinion,  however,  that  ‘he  who 
teaches  his  daughter  Torah  is  as  if  he  teaches  her  obscenity,’ 
has  become  the  slogan  of  the  masses.  Every  Jew  uses  it  as 
argument  against  study  by  women  of  the  Torah,  the  Talmud,  etc., 
in  short,  the  Science  of  Judaism. 

Until  the  beginning  of  the  machine  age,  from  the  objective 
point  of  view  of  Jewish  learning  and  Jewish  education,  and  from 
the  point  of  view  of  the  propagation  of  Jewish  ideals  and  teach¬ 
ings,  it  made  no  difference  whether  men  or  women  were  the 
stronghold  of  Jewish  learning,  because  men  alone  were  physically, 
that  is,  economically,  able  to  guarantee  the  existence  of  Jewish 
learning. 

Today,  in  the  twentieth  century,  this  situation  has  utterly 
changed.  Jewish  education  for  women  is  no  longer  a  theoretical 
or  an  academic  problem.  It  is  the  very  problem  of  the  continued 
existence  of  our  people  and  our  culture.  Formerly,  when  men 
had  leisure  time,  the  responsibility  for  the  preservation  of  Jewish 
tradition  was  well  kept  in  their  hands.  Therefore,  the  Torah 
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commands  the  father  to  teach  his  son  Torah  at  every  moment 
and  in  every  place.  But  which  father  today  is  able  to  devote 
his  time  to  the  upbringing  and  especially  to  the  Jewish  education 
of  his  children?  The  majority  of  men  hardly  have  time  to  see 
their  children,  to  say  nothing  of  actively  participating  in  their 
education.  Which  father  nowadays  has  time  to  instruct  his 
child  in  Hebrew,  in  Jewish  History,  or  in  all  that  makes  our  cul¬ 
ture  what  it  is? 

In  our  day,  the  duty  of  education  has  been  entirely  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  mother.  Here  is  the  responsibility  both  for  the  phy¬ 
sical  and  for  the  mental  and  Jewish  upbringing  of  the  young 
generation.  We  Jews  arc  what  we  are  because  oj  one  thing — 
our  mental  heritage ,  our  Jewish  culture.  Our  culture  has  pre¬ 
served  us;  and  ij  ive  want  to  be  preserved ,  we  must  first  pre¬ 
serve  it.  There  is  no  other  nation  in  the  wrold  which  respects 
learning  so  much  as  the  Jew.  The  Jewish  religion  places  study 
so  high,  that  we  even  find  a  statement  in  the  Talmud,  (Megillah 
16b),  “Gadol  talmud  Torah  mibinyan  Beth  Hamikdash,”  “The 
study  of  Torah  is  more  important  than  the  building  of  the 
Temple.” 

The  past  century  marked  the  time  of  our  political  emanci¬ 
pation  and  cultural  assimilation,  but  it  simultaneously  marked 
the  fact  that  because  of  the  beauty  of  Jepheth  we  forgot  our 
own  culture.  I  am  not  opposed  to  cultural  assimilation,  so  long 
as  it  does  not  affect  the  allegiance  to  our  own  culture.  I  am 
happy  when  our  modern  young  Jews  and  Jewesses  are  acquainted 
with  the  literature  of  the  world,  when  they  know  foreign  lan¬ 
guages,  when  they  know  all  of  World  History;  but  I  resent  it 
when  their  progress  in  general  knowledge  is  attained  at  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  Jewish  culture  and  learning. 

A  crisis  exists  today  for  the  Jewish  people  and  Jewish  culture, 
as  never  before.  I  do  not  refer  to  anti-Semitism  in  general,  or 
to  anti-Semitism  in  Germany,  in  particular.  Judaism  and  the 
Jewish  people  have  at  no  time  been  more  endangered  than  at 
present,  not  so  much  by  the  outside  enemy,  but  by  the  one  that 
dwells  within  our  midst.  I  refer  to  the  desertion  of  our  culture 
by  the  Jewish  people  of  our  generation.  We  have  always  con- 
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quered  political  enemies  if  not  physically,  at  least  morally  and 
spiritually.  But  we  cannot  survive  our  culture. 

We  must,  of  course,  take  political  measures  of  defense  against  * 
our  enemies.  We  need  organizations  for  carrying  on  the  political 
fight  against  anti-Semitism.  We  should,  however,  never  forget 
that  besides  the  political  defense,  we  need  an  inner-defense,  a 
bulwark  which  can  only  be  our  cultural  heritage. 

There  are  today  hundreds  of  thousands  of  young  Jews  and 
Jewesses  who  consider  their  being  Jews  a  misfortune.  This  is 
much  more  serious,  much  more  dangerous  than  Nazism  and  Hit¬ 
ler,  even  more  dangerous  than  ten  Hitlers!  These  young  Jews 
consider  their  Jewishness  a  misfortune,  because  they  always  felt 
only  the  disadvantages  of  being  a  Jew,  but  never  the  pride  and 
lofty  spirit  of  elevation  in  being  a  Jew.  All  they  know  about 
Judaism  is  that  it  ‘‘hinders”  them  from  making  progress  in  the 
world.  All  they  realize  of  their  Jewishness  is  that  it  prevents 
them  from  attaining  certain  positions.  Already  in  school  the 
little  children  feel  themselves  inferior  to  their  Gentile  friends, 
and  this  inferiority  complex  does  not  weaken  in  later  years  but 
grows  stronger  and  stronger,  until  it  develops  in  may  cases  into 
actual  unhappiness. 

If  we  want  to  save  hundreds  of  thousands  of  young  Jews 
from  leaving  our  community  or  from  total  indifference  to  every¬ 
thing  holy  to  us,  we  must  begin  to  educate  them  in  Jewish  life 
and  letters.  There  are  many  parents  and  especially  many  mothers 
who  believe  that,  they  have  done  their  duty  towards  providing 
their  children  with  a  proper  Jewish  education  by  sending  them  to 
Hebrew  School;  but  they  have  not.  To  send  the  child  to  He¬ 
brew  School  is  not  enough.  In  order  to  obtain  satisfactory  re¬ 
sults  in  education  in  general,  it  is  necessary  for  the  home  and 
the  school  to  work  together,  the  parents  supervising  the  school 
work  of  their  children.  It  is  necessary  that  they  take  interest  in 
their  children’s  studies.  But  how  can  one  expect  Jewish  mothers 
to  supervise  the  Jewish  education  of  their  children  if  they  know 
nothing  about  Judaism?  Children  are  not  so  eager  to  go  to  He¬ 
brew  School  in  the  afternoon  at  the  time  when  their  Gentile 
friends  are  out  at  play.  They  might  also  ask  their  parents,  “Do 
you  know  Hebrew?”  And  hundreds  and  thousands  of  mothers 
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cannot  answer  this  question  without  losing  respect  in  the  eyes  of 
their  children.  If  you  want  your  children  to  grow  up  as  educated 
Jews,  you  yourself  must  become  educated.  If  you,  mothers, 
upon  whom  the  difficult  task  and  duty  of  Jewish  education  rests, 
did  not  get  the  proper  Jewish  education  in  your  youth,  you  must 
endeavor  to  acquire  it  now.  There  is  a  Hassidic  legend  which 
runs  as  follows:  Once  a  man  came  to  his  rabbi  and  asked  him 
how  he  could  bring  up  his  sons  as  good  Jews;  and  the  rabbi 
answered:  “The  only  way  is  that  you  study  and  become  well 
versed  in  the  Torah.  Do  not  teach  your  children  through  words; 
teach  them  by  your  example.” 

If  your  children  will  see  that  you  know  Hebrew  and  Jewish 
History,  they  will  be  led  by  the  desire  to  emulate  the  example  of 
their  beloved  parents,  and  particularly  that  of  their  beloved 
mother.  But,  Jewish  education  is  important  for  the  Jewish  wo¬ 
man  not  only  for  the  sake  of  the  coming  generation,  but  also  for 
her  own  self.  Modern  technique  has  provided  women  with  much 
leisure  time.  Our  women  go  from  lecture  to  lecture,  from  lunch¬ 
eon  to  luncheon,  from  tea  to  tea,  from  bridge  party  to  bridge 
party,  from  “Jewish  Science,”  to  all  sorts  of  synagogues,  and 
nowheres  do  they  find  a  place  for  themselves,  nowheres  do  they 
really  feel  at  home.  They  always  suffer  dissatisfaction,  which  in 
turn  drives  them  from  one  place  to  another.  And  why?  Be¬ 
cause  they  themselves  have  no  fixed  center  in  their  souls.  Their 
personality  is  split;  it  has  no  governing  center.  I  believe  that 
these  women  can  find  satisfaction,  rest,  and  a  center  for  their 
personality,  if  they  would  once  for  all  decide,  instead  of 
spreading  themselves  everywhere,  to  concentrate  their  powers 
upon  one  point,  upon  Judaism.  I  believe  that  these  women 
would  not  only  do  a  great  thing  for  the  young  Jewish  generation, 
and  for  our-  people,  but  they  would  even  render  a  greater  service 
to  themselves,  if  they  would  follow  the  advice,  the  famous  Ger¬ 
man  Jewish  poet  Heinrich  Heine  gave  to  his  wife:  “Raten 
moecht  icli  dir  Geliebte,  nac/izuholen  das  versaumte,  und  Ileb- 
raeisch  zu  erlernen,  lass  Theatre  and  Konzerte .” 

It  is  imperative  that  we  awaken  our  women  and  girls  to  their 
obligation  towards  Jewish  culture,  otherwise  our  existence  as  a 
people  is  seriously  endangered. 
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In  closing  we  express  the  wish  that  all  Jewish  women  and 
girls  realize  the  necessity  of  Jewish  education.  If  we  will  succeed 
in  spreading  a  better  understanding  of  Judaism  among  Ameri¬ 
can  Jewish  womanhood,  our  efforts  to  bring  nearer  that  glorious 
day  when  not  a  single  Jewish  woman,  man  or  child  will  be  ig¬ 
norant  of  the  precious  treasures  of  Judaism,  will  be  rewarded. 
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FROM  FAMILY  TO  NATION

We  live  in  a  peculiar  and  puzzling  age.  An  age  that  glorifies 
and  worships  totalities  and  has  neither  regard  for  nor  concern 
in  those  units  that  compose  the  whole.  We  observe  with  utter 
amazement  and  whole-hearted  admiration  the  perfected  structure 
but  give  no  thought  nor  consideration  to  the  artistically  shaped 
bricks  that  were  utilized  in  the  construction.  The  solidarity 
of  an  edifice  is,  indeed,  awe-provoking.  The  mortar,  however, 
which  is  responsible  for  the  magic  cleavage  of  the  building  units 
calls  forth  no  comment,  as  a  rule. 

In  the  realm  of  social  and  spiritual  values  a  similar  condi¬ 
tion  prevails.  Many  of  our  champions  of  human  rights  and  social 
justice  take  into  account  the  problem  of  humanity  as  an  en¬ 
tirety,  feel  the  pangs  and  pains  of  a  suffering  nation,  but  have 
neither  time  nor  patience  to  give  succor  to  the  individual  sufferer. 
They  bleed,  so  to  speak,  for  the  sum  total  of  human  affliction  but 
are  perfectly  immune  to  the  needs  of  THE  HUMAN.  Many  of 
our  present  day  religious  lay-leaders  devote  themselves  loyally 
and  devotedly  to  the  all-inclusive  cause  of  religion  but  will  give 
little  assistance  to  any  individual  undertaking  in  behalf  of  an  in¬ 
stitution  that  is  working  for  the  continuity  of  Jewish  life  in  the 
religious  sense. 

These  thoughts  bring  me  also  to  the  nationalistic  aspect  and 
its  relation  to  family  life.  Our  era  is  the  most  nationalistic  in 
the  last  thousand  years,  and  perhaps  even  in  human  history. 
The  basic  difficulty  with  our  generation  is,  in  fact,  its  super¬ 
glorification  of  the  nationalistic  element  in  human  relations.  Our 
patriotism  is  so  pietistic,  that  in  some  cases,  it  excludes  even  the 
right  of  the  alien  to  enjoy  the  inalienable  rights  of  man.  It  has, 
indeed,  become  the  refuge  of  the  scoundrel. 

Yet,  I  can  think  of  no  age  where  family  life  has  deteriorated 
so  speedily  and  so  completely  as  in  our  own  days.  We  have 
truly  reached  a  stage  which  is  described  by  the  prophet  Isaiah 
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(Chapter  3):  “The  child  shall  behave  himself  proudly  against  the 
ancient.”  The  greatest  tragedy  of  it  all  is  that  while  we  have 
numerous  “isms”  that  have  set  out  to  solve  the  world  problems, 
there  is  practically  no  group  of  distinction  and  influence  whose 
aim  it  is  to  improve  the  family,  the  home  and  the  household, 
the  unit  that  in  its  multiplicity  forms  the  nation. 

Well  have  our  rabbis  said:  “He  who  is  walking  by  the  way 
and  studying  and  breaks  off  his  study  and  says,  How  fine  is 
that  tree!  how  fine  is  that  fallow’!  Him  scripture  regards  as 
though  he  had  forfeited  his  life.”  (Pirke  Abot)  In  other  words, 
that  as  soon  as  man  begins  to  appreciate  the  complete,  the 
finished  product,  the  result,  but  ceases  to  study,  to  interest  him¬ 
self  in  the  how-did-it-come-abouts,  then  humanity  is  robbed  of 
its  productiveness  and  creativeness  and  is  doomed  for  reversal 
to  ancient  times. 

But  this  attitude  of  worshipping  totalities  is  only  the  attitude 
of  the  modern  world.  Judaism,  however,  has  an  entirely  different 
viewpoint  and  conception  of  the  family.  Our  Biblical  records 
do  not  begin  with  the  people  of  Israel  but  with  the  man  Israel. 
Geneology  occupies  generally  a  very  important  position  in  our 
Torah.  The  entire  book  of  Genesis  is  devoted  to  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  and  comment  on  Jewish  family  life,  which  eventually 
leads  to  the  birth  of  our  nation.  The  Biblical  biography  of 
Moses  begins  with  a  record  of  the  marriage  of  his  parents.  For, 
indeed,  from  the  individual  evolves  the  clan,  (“Mishpachah”,) 
the  tribe,  (“Matteh”  and  “Shevet”)  and  then  rises  the  nation, 
(Am),  the  extensions  of  the  family. 

Judaism,  in  its  concern  over  the  development  of  the  family  and 
its  solidarity,  sees  the  survival  of  family  ties  and  family  tradi¬ 
tions  only  in  a  common  religious-national  background.  One  is 
not  born,  consequently,  into  a  group  of  fellow  humans  who  speak 
a  uniform  language  and  bear  a  certain  degree  of  resemblance 
to  each  other.  One  is  rather  born  into  a  family  to  embrace  the 
God  of  the  family  and  the  God  of  his  people.  The  prophet  sees 
the  salvation  of  Israel  in  the  arrival  of  the  prophet  Elijah, 
preceding  the  coming  of  the  “great  day”,  and  Elijah’s  mission 
will  be  to  bring  about  perfect  union  between  parents  and 
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children.  A  union  based  on  the  ideal  of  love  for  God  and 
humanity. 

*  *  * 

It  is  because  of  your  devotion  to  all  that  is  important  and 
sacred  in  Jewish  life  that  you  deserve  felicitations  on  your  tenth 
anniversary,  my  friends  of  the  Michael  Tenzer  Family  Circle. 
You  have  grasped  the  full  significance  and  the  sacred  obliga¬ 
tions  resting  upon  a  Jewish  family  and  have,  consequently, 
stepped  out  of  the  usual  framework  of  American  Jewish  family 
groups.  You  have  converted  your  gatherings  into  platforms  for 
Judaism  as  a  means  of  cementing  and  strengthening  your  family 
life. 

May  you  continue  with  your  splendid  work  and  may  your 
family  develop  proud  Jews  and  good  Americans  that  will  com¬ 
memorate  the  name  of  this  family  circle  as  well  as  your  entire 
membership,  as  a  family  that  has  performed  its  duty  fully,  en¬ 
thusiastically  and  joyously.

FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 

HISTORIAN 

By  ESTELLE  SCHIFF 
Rendered  January  22,  1928 

It  is  with  marked  privilege  and  pride  that  the  duty  of  re¬ 
calling  the  day  of  our  organization  has  fallen  upon  me.  With 
this  in  mind,  I  respectfully  submit  for  your  approval  the  follow¬ 
ing  chronology  of  events  in  which  we  have  taken  part  collect¬ 
ively  and  individually,  bringing  honor  and  credit  to  our  Circle. 

On  January  23,  1927,  the  members  now  constituting  our  cir¬ 
cle,  were  assembled  under  this  very  roof  to  celebrate  the  1 1th 
Wedding  Anniversary  of  Eva  and  Ben  Pion.  During  the  course 
of  the  evening  and  while  an  elaborate  dinner  was  being  served 
by  our  hostess,  a  discussion  arose  as  to  the  advisability  of  an 
organization  within  our  Family.  The  topic  soon  became  the 
sole  item  of  interest  and  we  all  know  that  before  the  evening  was 
ended  we  formed,  what  is  today,  the  “Michael  Tenzer  Family 
Circle.” 

Details:  such  as,  our  plans  for  organizing,  our  constitution, 
and  the  minutes  of  the  eight  meetings  held  during  the  first  year 
will  not  be  dealt  with  herein  but  will  automatically  become  a 
part  hereof.  However,  I  will  not  fail  to  mention  the  wonderful 
spirit  prevalent  at  our  first  meeting  and  the  others  that  fol- 
i  lowed;  the  precision  with  which  we  have  conducted  our  affairs; 

and  the  feeling  towards  each  other  that  has  been  fostered  and 
.  encouraged  by  our  Circle  and  its  activities. 

Immediately  after  deciding  that  an  organization  as  suggested 
would  be  favorable,  the  first  meeting  was  called  and  Herbert 
Tenzer  presided  as  Chairman.  Elections  were  held  with  the  fol¬ 
lowing  results:  Rose  and  Michael  Tenzer  were  unanimously 
chosen  as  our  Standard  Bearers,  Herbert  was  elected  President, 
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Bertha  Bathkin,  Vice-President,  M.  Ben  Pion,  Treasurer,  Rosetta 
Tenzer,  Secretary,  A1  Schiff  and  Sam  Tenzer,  Trustees,  and 
Estelle  Schiff,  Historian.  The  President  appointed  committees, 
dues  were  collected,  and  the  Circle  was  in  full  swing.  The  group 
of  organizers  as  assembled,  consisted  of  fourteen  (14)  Senior 
Members  and  ten  (10)  Junior  Members. 

The  second  meeting  was  held  at  Sister  Bertha’s  home.  Sister 
Eva  was  appointed  chairman  of  the  Theatre  Party,  which  was 
later  successfully  conducted  at  one  of  the  finest  Jewish  theatres 
in  the  city.  In  order  to  keep  Brother  Milton  quiet,  the  Circle 
elected  him  Sergeant-at-Arms.  The  constitutional  Committee  re¬ 
ported  and  submitted  a  constitution  to  the  Circle  which  was 
adopted  at  a  subsequent  meeting. 

A  Purim  Dinner,  tendered  to  the  Circle  by  our  Standard 
Bearers,  was  the  scene  of  the  third  meeting.  A  Grievance  Com¬ 
mittee  was  appointed  to  deal  with  the  differences  that  might  pos¬ 
sibly  arise  between  the  members.  The  fourth  meeting  was  held 
at  Sister  Estelle’s  home,  at  which  time  the  Circle  pledged  its  sup¬ 
port  to  the  Infants’  Home  of  Borough  Park. 

There  were  no  meetings  held  during  the  summer  months, 
although  the  organization  continued  to  function.  Sisters  Eva 
and  Jeannette,  on  our  behalf — though  not  at  our  expense,  toured 
the  United  States  and  spent  much  time  at  the  Yellowstone 
National  Park.  Our  President  made  a  tour  to  study  the  subject 
of  Family  Circles.  His  itinerary  included  a  trip  through  New 
York  State,  Montreal,  Toronto,  Thousand  Isles,  and  Niagara 
Falls,  in  addition  to  the  country  clubs  visited  while  en  route.  Sis. 
Evelyn  and  Estelle  vacationed  in  Napanoch  with  their  families. 

The  fifth  meeting  was  held  at  the  newly  acquired  residence 
of  Sister  Rosetta.  The  Circle  proved  to  be  capable  in  the  art 
of  “House  Warming.”  The  sixth  meeting  was  held  at  the  home 
of  the  Standard  Bearers,  tickets  for  our  second  Theatre  Party 
were  distributed.  The  chairman  of  this  affair  was  Sister  Evelyn. 
A  European  Relief  Fund  was  created  with  Bro.  Milton  as  its 
Chairman.  Whereupon,  the  proceeds  of  the  Theatre  Party  were 
turned  over  to  him  to  carry  on  that  work. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Circle  was  a  special  meeting  held 
at  the  President’s  request,  at  the  home  of  the  Standard  Bearers.

A  Domestic  Relief  Fund  was  established  and  immediate  relief 
was  given  to  a  member  of  the  family  who  was  not  a  member  of 
the  Circle.  The  last  meeting  was  held  at  the  home  of  Sister 
Evelyn.  The  Circle  again  acted  in  the  capacity  of  House  Warm¬ 
er,  the  Family  paying  its  first  official  visit  to  Evelyn  and  Milton 
at  their  new  residence.  Elections  were  held  and  the  Circle  unani¬ 
mously  decided  to  keep  the  administration  intact  for  the  en¬ 
suing  year. 

Members  of  the  Family  Circle  have  been  active  in  Brooklyn 
Charities  during  the  past  years.  Mother,  Bertha  and  Eva  are 
actively  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  Infants’  Home  of  Boro  Park. 
Bertha  is  the  President  of  the  Ray  Becker  Ladies  Auxiliary, 
connected  w'ith  the  home,  and  was  just  recently  re-elected  to  that 
office.  Eva  is  the  Vice-President  of  the  same  organization,  while 
Mother  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  Talmud 
Torah  of  Crown  Heights,  organized  by  our  Standard  Bearers 
several  years  ago,  is  also  benefiting  from  the  suport  of  our  mem¬ 
bers.  Michael  Tenzer  holds  the  office  of  Treasurer,  while  Jean¬ 
nette  is  the  Financial  Secretary.  Herbert  and  Jeannette  are  both 
President  and  Treasurer,  respectively,  of  the  Young  Folks  League 
of  Crown  Heights  and  have  done  a  great  deal  towards  the  success 
of  the  Talmud  Torah.  Sister  Jeannette  is  also  a  member  of  the 
Menorah  Chapter  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  where  she  w’as 
rewarded  for  her  activity,  by  being  appointed  to  the  chair  of 
Esther.  Sisters  Eva  and  Bertha  are  also  affiliated  with  the- 
chapter. 

The  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  the  graduation  from 
the  N.  Y.  U.  Law  School  of  our  dear  President,  Bro.  Herbert. 
The  graduation,  held  on  the  Campus  in  June,  was  atended  by 
sseveral  members  of  our  Circle.  We  trust  that  Bro.  Herbert  will 
fulfill  our  desires,  in  becoming  one  of  New  York’s  prominent 
attorneys. 

The  Bar  Mitzvah  of  Stanley  Batkin  was  the  most  important 
social  function  of  the  Fall  Season.  The  Confirmation  was  held 
at  the  East  Midwood  Jewish  Center,  on  Saturday,  October  29. 
Following  this,  the  guests  were  entertained  at  the  Batkin  resi¬ 
dence.  The  festivities  lasted  all  evening  and  were  continued 
the  following  day,  at  the  Park  Manor,  on  Eastern  Parkway.  It 
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is  needless  for  me  to  go  into  details  of  the  affair  feeling  assured 
that  it  is  still  quite  fresh  in  your  minds,  as  we  all  had  a  grand 
and  glorious  time. 

On  Sunday,  November  27th,  our  Standard  Bearers  celebrated 
their  37th  Wedding  Anniversary,  by  tendering  a  Thanksgiving 
Dinner  to  the  members  of  the  Circle.  In  the  evening  we  all  at¬ 
tended  the  performance  of  “A  Night  in  California,”  at  one  of 
New  York’s  theatres.

January ,  1933 

The  5th  Anniversary  of  the  Michael  Tenzer  Family  Circle 
was  celebrated  at  the  East  Mid  wood  Jewish  Center,  on  January 
3,  1932.  An  incomparable  spirit  of  frivolity  prevailed.  1  was 
unable  to  judge  whether  this  was  because  of  the  expiration  of 
the  term  of  office  for  the  1931  staff  or  the  advent  of  the  Install¬ 
ation  of  the  newly-elects  which  took  place.  A  dinner  preceded 
this,  and  the  result  was  fatal.  Our  outgoing  President,  Jean¬ 
nette  Tenzer,  spoke  a  few  words  of  farewell,  while  expressing  her 
thanks  for  the  cooperation  extended  her. 

The  officers  were  installed  by  Sidney  Herbst  and  Ike  Steier  and 
the  applause  asured  us  that  it  would  be  a  banner  year  for  the 
Circle.  Our  newly-elected  and  installed  President  Herbert  Tenzer 
addressed  us.  Everyone  enjoyed  his  remarks  and  after  many  of 
the  other  officers  spoke  their  minds,  the  45th  gathering  of  our 
Organization  was  called  to  a  close. 

February  7,  1932 

At  this  meeting  several  reports  were  rendered.  The  one  that 
I  believe  penetrated  most,  was  the  one  given  by  Sidney  Herbst, 
where  it  was  reported  that  a  successful  dinner  was  held  in  con¬ 
junction  with  our  Installation.  Just  think,  all  for  a  mere  ex¬ 
penditure  of  $150,  from  the  Circle  treasury,  we  were  elated 
with  the  report  of  a  net  profit  of  $133.80,  the  result  of  a  card 
party.  Splendid  work,  folks,  really.  Our  President  appointed 
all  his  committees,  but  there  was  no  way  created  yet,  whereby 
we  could  keep  these  people  reminded  of  it  throughout  the  year. 

Herbert  and  Jeanette  Tenzer  thanked  the  Circle  for  their 
good  wishes  in  connection  with  their  installation  as  Worthy  Mat¬ 
ron  and  Patron  of  Menorah  Chapter.  Bon  Voyage,  Joe  and  Anna 
Bard — wish  I  could  stowaway. 
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March  27,  1932 

Our  47th  meeting  was  strictly  for  the  abolition  of  the  18th 
amendment.  It  poured  and  very  few  members  attended.  George 
Bard  distributed  tickets  for  a  Jewish  show  and  then  the  meeting 
was  adjourned. 

May  2,  1932 

Through  the  courtesy  of  our  President,  Herbert  Tenzer,  Joe 
Bard,  our  1st  Vice-President,  conducted  this  meeting.  He  proved 
his  ability  and  some  day  we  will  put  him  to  the  real  test.  Three 
cheers,  more  success  for  our  Circle.  George  Bard  reported  a 
profit  of  $100.50  on  the  Jewish  Theatre  party.  Who  said  there 
was  a  depression?  Get  ready,  folks,  to  pack  up  all  your  troubles; 
our  annual  outing  date  is  set  for  June  26th. 

May  29,  1932 

A  light  supper  preceded  this  meeting.  Just  picture  the  can¬ 
dles  and  feathers  all  over  the  place.  Everyone  spoke  about  plans 
for  the  outing,  but  I  won’t,  we’ll  just  go  and  see  what  it’s  all 
about.  Joe  Bard  surprised  us  with  the  presence  of  Daniel 
O’Brien,  King  of  the  Hoboes.  He  spoke  on  the  life  of  the  likes 
of  him,  and  he  seemed  to  be  enjoying  himself.  So  did  we  all, 
listening  to  him.  This  was  a  Joe  Bard  night,  almost  exclusively. 
He  contributed  30  decks  of  playing  cards  to  the  Circle.  Thank 
you  Joe,  keep  up  the  good  work. 

September  25,  1932 

Report  and  more  reports — The  outing  was  a  grand  event. 
Everyone,  I  am  sure,  will  remember  it,  but  myself,  because  I 
was  not  there.  Joe  and  Anna  Bard  were  congratulated  upon  the 
marriage  of  their  daughter,  Florence.  There  were  many  ab¬ 
sences,  due  to  illness.  Let’s  hope  that  good  health  will  come  to 
all  of  us,  to  stay  a  long,  long  while.  Congratulations  to  our 
new  members — Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sam  Morganbesser. 

October  30,  1932 

A  healthy,  happy,  and  prosperous  New  Year  was  wished 
everyone,  by  our  President  Herbert  Tenzer.  A  card  party  is 
being  planned,  and  we’ll  have  to  get  ourselves  ready  for  another

good  time.  But  first,  folks,  get  your  specks  out,  Joe  Bard  is 
showing  the  movies  of  his  daughter’s  wedding. 

December  4,  1932 

Our  52nd  meeting,  called  by  our  President,  and  the  first 
thing  he  did  was  to  thank  everyone  for  the  splendid  cooperation 
he  received  during  the  past  year.  Sidney  Herbst  reported  a 
profit  of  $158.00  on  the  card  party,  November  15th;  what  did 
I  tell  you,  folks?  We’re  on  our  way  to  prosperity.  Committees 
were  appointed  to  visit  the  many  ill  members  of  our  fold. 
Must  be  fun  to  stay  away  a  long  time.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  I.  Feiler 
and  Sabrine  Ehrlich  were  accorded  a  special  greeting  from  the 
President.  Our  Standard  Bearer  Michael  Tenzer  conducted  the 
election  of  officers.  Congratulations  to  all  of  you.  Hope  to  see 
you  installed  on  January  2,  1933.

January ,  1934 

January  2,  1933 

The  first  meeting  of  the  new  year  took  place  at  our  meeting 
rooms.  Before  the  meeting  was  opened  we  partook  of  a  very 
delicious  feast  which  the  members  provided.  At  this  meeting  the 
President  was  conducted  to  the  chair.  He  made  a  very  short  but 
meaningful  speech  in  which  he  told  all  the  members  that  he  ex¬ 
pected  them  to  do  their  bit,  and  aid  him  in  making  our  Family 
Circle  the  best  one  in  Brooklyn.  He  appointed  numerous  com¬ 
mittees  and  welcomed  all  the  new  officers  who  were  to  serve  un¬ 
der  his  administration.  After  some  business  had  transpired  the 
meeting  was  adjourned  and  the  members  started  card  games,  as 
usual.  We  broke  up  when  the  clock  struck  12:00. 

February  5,  1933 

There  were  fewer  people  present  at  this  meeting  due  to  the 
weather  conditions  but  nvertheless,  we  had  a  nice  meeting.  There 
was  a  big  discussion  on  the  door  whether  we  should  have  a  card 
party  or  a  theatre  party.  It  was  finally  decided  that  it  was  too 
soon  to  hold  another  card  party  and  that  we  could  make  more 
money  on  a  Jewish  Theatre  Party,  with  less  trouble.  A  commit¬ 
tee  was  appointed  to  get  tickets  for  Yasha  Kalb,  a  show  which 
was  making  a  sensation  in  the  Jewish  Theatre  world.  Dr.  Rabbi 
Halpern  was  to  have  appeared  at  the  meeting  and  address  us 
but  due  to  unforeseen  circumstances  he  phoned  and  said  he  would 
be  delayed.  I  am  sure  we  all  look  forward  to  hearing  the  Rabbi 
at  some  future  date.  After  the  meeting  was  closed  some  of  the 
members  went  downstairs  where  the  Junior  Guild  of  the  East 
Midwood  Jewish  Center  was  holding  a  Bazaar.  Others  who 
could  not  be  persuaded  to  spend  money  there,  stayed  in  the 
rooms  and  played  poker.  All  in  all,  a  very  pleasant  evening 
was  had. 
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March  5,  1933 

We  had  started  the  meeting  when  Dr.  Rabbi  Halpern  ar¬ 
rived.  Dut  to  the  fact  that  the  Rabbi  is  such  a  very  busy  man 
and  his  time  is  limited,  the  meeting  was  interrupted  to  enable 
him  to  make  his  address.  He  spoke  on  “Yasha  Kalb”.  1  am 
sure  we  all  derived  much  pleasure  from  his  talk  and  look  forward 
to  some  future  date  when  he  will  again  honor  us  with  his  pleasure. 
After  the  meeting  we  had  a  feast  of  strawberry  short  cake  and 
did  we  enjoy  it,  I’ll  say  we  did. 

April  2,  1933 

At  this  meeting  we  decided  to  run  a  card  party.  A  committee 
was  appointed.  Through  the  courtesy  of  Brother  Kerstein  we 
had  the  pleasure  of  listening  to  Rabbi  Abraham  Burstein.  After 
his  address  he  continued  our  discussion  and  as  it  was  nearing 
the  Holidays,  quite  some  money  was  expended  to  help  needy 
families. 

April  30,  1933 

At  this  meeting  plans  were  discussed  for  our  annual  outing. 
(Pack  up  your  troubles  folks  and  get  started).  Arrangements 
were  also  made  for  our  card  party  to  be  held  May  20,  1933. 
Sister  Maizie  and  Brother  Jack  Lillien feld  were  appointed  com¬ 
mittee.  (Get  ready  for  a  swell  time). 

May  28,  1933 

The  net  profit  from  the  card  party  as  given  by  Dr.  Tillien- 
feld  was  $50.55.  Brother  Kerstein  read  a  few  write-ups  that  ap¬ 
peared  in  the  Brooklyn  Jewish  Examiner  and  the  President 
thanked  him  for  his  splendid  work.  This  meeting  was  taken 
up  with  the  plans  for  the  outing  and  it  was  decided  that  the 
family  circle  defray  the  expenses  for  the  bus.  The  outing  is  to 
be  held  at  Saines  at  Mt.  Freedom.  Various  committees  were 
appointed  to  see  that  everybody  has  a  good  time.  Come  one, 
come  all,  and  now  all  we  have  to  do  it  pray  for  nice  weather. 

September  10,  1933 

The  first  meeting  after  the  summer  vacation  took  place  at 
out  usual  meeting  rooms.  It  looked  good  to  see  the  same  faces 
once  again,  looking  perhaps  a  bit  different  with  their  faces  sun- 
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burned.  President  Joe  Bard  welcomed  the  members  and  hoped 
that  they  had  had  a  pleasant  vacation.  The  committee  on  the  out¬ 
ing  reported  the  affair  to  be  a  success  to  a  certain  point.  It 
seems  that  the  committee  we  had  sent  out  to  look  over  the  place 
had  over-estimated  it  and  it  wasn’t  such  a  success  after  all.  But 

i 

let  by-gones  be  by-gones  and  let  us  all  hope  that  we  will  have  a 
better  time  next  year.  After  the  general  meeting  was  over  Sister 
Bertha  rose  and  said  she  thought  we  should  have  some  enter¬ 
tainment  from  the  members.  Brother  Joe  asked  her  to  entertain. 
She  started  to  sing  and  asked  the  members  to  join  in.  It  seemed 
that  none  of  the  members  felt  like  singing  at  that  time  and  she 
sang  alone.  Never  mind,  Bertha,  you  are  a  good  sport;  when  you 
start  a  thing  you  finish  it,  whether  you  have  the  cooperation 
of  everybody  or  not.  Some  day  we  will  all  surprise  you  by  join¬ 
ing  in. 

October  10,  1933 

A  bridge  was  arranged  to  be  held  on  October  22,  1933,  and 
hostesses  were  appointed  to  see  that  the  affair  was  a  success.  It 
was  to  be  held  at  Sister  Bertha’s  ballroom.  At  the  meeting  we 
had  the  pleasure  of  listening  to  Rabbi  Maurice  M.  Mazure  who 
spoke  on  the  very  interesting  topic  of  “Performance  of  Hebrew 
in  Jewish  Life”.  I  am  sure  that  we  all  enjoyed  it  and  look 
forward  to  hearing  Rabbi  Mazure  on  some  future  date. 

November  5,  1933 

A  motion  was  made  by  Brother  Joe  Bard  to  hold  a  theatre 
party.  Sister  Rosetta  was  appointed  Chairman,  to  be  assisted 
by  Brother  Harold  Wilson  and  Brother  Sol  Morganbesser.  Sis¬ 
ter  Rose  was  asked  to  render  a  report  of  the  Card  Party  but  she, 
like  Sister  Florrie,  refused  to  talk,  and  asked  the  President  to 
read  it -for  her.  You  better  practice  up,  Aunt  Rose,  you  may 
be  President  some  day  and  you  will  have  a  lot  of  talking  to  do 
then.  The  report  disclosed  that  we  had  made  a  profit  of  $24.50 
on  the  card  party.  It  was  very  nice,  without  any  fuss  or  trouble. 
Sister  Bertha  donated  the  use  of  her  ballroom  once  a  year  for  a 
bridge  party  (Bravo,  Sister  Bertha).  At  this  meeting  it  was  dis¬ 
closed  that  the  Circle  had  reached  its  100  mark  by  Mrs.  Sam 
Morganbesser  becoming  a  member.  Brother  Plerbert  made  a 
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motion  for  the  Secretary  to  write  her  a  little  note  asking  her 
to  be  present  at  the  next  meeting  and  partake  in  a  celebration 
to  mark  the  mile-stone. 

December  3,  1933 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  and  it  had  a  very  large 
attendance.  In  fact  it  was  the  largest  of  the  year.  (Maybe 
we  should  have  Election  and  Nomination  of  Officers 
every  month  to  bring  out  such  a  large  attendance).  President 
Joe  Bard  resigned  the  chair  and  asked  the  Standard  Bearer  to 
conduct  the  business  of  nominating  the  officers.  As  far  as  that 
goes,  it  was  a  land-slide.  Most  of  the  officers  were  actually 
forced  into  it,  not  unwillingly,  1  hope.  Brother  Joe  Bard,  after 
some  persuasion,  took  the  office  of  President  again  on  a  number 
of  conditions,  one  of  which  was  that  he  was  not  to  be  President 
in  1935.  We’ll  see  about  that  when  we  come  to  it,  Joe.  As  to 
the  rest,  practically  the  same  officers  were  re-elected,  except  for 
Brother  Meyer  Plarris,  who  succeeded  Brother  Seewald  as 
Sargeant-at-arms,  and  I  pity  anybody  who  gets  fresh  with  Bro. 
Meyer  Plarris.  Don’t  fool  around  with  the  Chief  Inspector.  We 
also  had  a  speaker  at  this  meeting,  Rabbi  Burstein  who  spoke 
on  “  Words  and  Slogans”.  It  W'as  very  enjoyable.  Our  celebra¬ 
tion  commemorating  our  100th  member  took  place,  even  though 
unfortunately,  that  member  was  not  present  to  celebrate  with 
us.  We  all  join  in  the  wish  that  she  will  get  well  fast  and  will 
be  with  us  at  every  meeting  hereafter.  After  the  meeting  the 
male  members  of  the  Family  Circle  conducted  the  newly  elected 
officers  into  their  office  (secretly).  They  all  marched  in,  captured 
each  newly  elected  officer  and  took  him  downstairs.  What  they 
did  I  do  not  know,  but  it  must  have  been  a  success,  judging 
from  the  look  of  satisfaction  on  their  faces  when  they  marched 
back. 

Side-Lights 

At  this  point  I  wish  to  give  a  big  hand  to  Brother  Sol  Kerstein 
through  whose  courtesy  we  had  the  pleasure  of  listening  to  a 
number  of  speakers  during  the  year.  It  was  due  to  him  also 
that  we  had  numerous  write-ups  which  brought  our  Family 
Circle  to  the  attention  of  the  World-at-large  and  due  to  that 
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fact,  when  we  run  a  card  party  or  theatre  we  will  have  a  much 
larger  attendance. 

Now,  my  fellow  members,  I  have  finished  my  report.  As  you 
know  you  have  re-elected  me  Historian  for  the  coming  year 
without  having  known  what  my  report  would  be  like.  1  hope 
you  will  not  be  disappointed  after  hearing  my  report,  and  will 
be  satisfied  with  my  choice.  I  will  do  my  best  to  please  you. 
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January  7,  1935 

Tiie  first  meeting  of  the  New  Year  was  held  at  our  meeting 
rooms.  The  weather  was  not  very  pleasant  but  quite  a  large 
gathering  was  present  with  a  large  number  of  stragglers  coming 
in  during  the  course  of  the  meeting.  I  don’t  know  how  you  people 
felt,  but  I  thought  it  was  one  of  the  nicest  meetings  we  have 
ever  had.  Through  the  courtesy  of  our  President,  long  may 
he  rule,  we  had  the  pleasure  of  hearing  Miss  Eva  Miller,  a  lovely 
girl  with  a  lovely  voice.  I  didn’t  understand  much  of  what 
she  was  saying,  but  I  enjoyed  it  and  from  the  looks  of  your  faces 
and  the  applause  which  followed  her  efforts,  you  enjoyed  it  too. 
The  men  folks  particularly  liked  it  because  after  her  offering  she 
was  surrounded  by  men.  I  am  sure  they  all  felt  like  Brother 
George  Bard  and  he  was  echoing  all  their  sentiments  when  he 
said,  ‘‘She  could  sing  for  me  forever”.  After  the  recital  the 
business  of  conducting  the  newly  elected  officers  into  their  res¬ 
pective  offices  was  held.  Our  Standard  Bearer  did  this  with  some 
very  good  assistance  from  Brother  Herbert  and  Brother  Sidney 
Herbst.  All  in  all,  I  think  everybody  there  had  a  very  enjoy¬ 
able  evening  and  those  who  were  absent  really  missed  a  good 
time. 

February  4,  1934 

Now  fpjks,  I  really  don’t  know  what  to  say  to  describe  this 
meeting.  It  really  wasn’t  much  of  a  meeting.  It  was  a  riot. 
Oh,  if  we  had  only  taken  pictures.  The  poor,  poor  bride  that 
was  going  to  have  a  baby,  and  the  bride-groom  who  was  so 
nervous  that  he  was  losing  his  pants.  And  what  lovely  flower 
girls  they  had  to  scatter  celery  for  the  procession.  And  they 
had  the  cutest  little  page-boy.  And  Eva  Pion,  where  did  you 
get  that  hat?  Sisters  Eva  Lillienfeld  and  Ray  Warshow  were 
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equally  striking.  The  Rabbi  did  a  swell  job.  Sister  Jean  and 
Brother  Sol  as  the  groom’s  mother  and  father,  gave  a  fine  per¬ 
formance.  I  was  looking  forward  to  catching  the  bride’s  bouquet, 
but  she,  poor  girl,  was  so  happy  that  she  finally  got  the  rogue 
to  marry  her,  that  she  neglected  to  perform  this  time-honored 
custom.  By  the  way,  folks,  did  you  notice  the  gorgeous  bouquet 
the  bride  was  carrying?  It  was  most  unusual.  Made  of  cabbages 
and  carrots,  it  set  off  her  white  satin  gown  and  beautiful  lily- 
white  skin  to  perfection.  I  could  go  on  and  on  describing  this 
Wedding,  the  event  of  the  year  as  it  were,  but  I’ll  have  to  cut 
it  short  because  I  have  a  very  long  report.  Enough  to  say  that 
we  all  got  a  big  kick  out  of  it  and  look  forward  to  some  more 
such  high  class  entertainment  in  the  future.  Before  I  leave  I’d 
like  to  thank  the  musicians  that  played  the  accompaniment, 
for  you  know,  a  wedding  would  not  be  a  wedding  without 
music. 

March  4,  1934 

This  meeting  was  called  to  order  with  a  comparatively  small 
assemblage  present,  due  to  the  inclement  weather  condition. 
Nevertheless,  we  had  a  group  present  from  the  Kirsch  Family 
Circle  who  had  come  all  the  way  from  the  Bronx  to  see  how 
we  conducted  our  meetings.  The  President,  Mr.  Morris  Kirsch, 
was  called  upon  to  say  a  few  words.  He  thanked  President  Joe 
Bard  for  allowing  them  to  attend  our  meeting.  He  stated  that 
the  Kirsch  Family  Circle  had  the  same  purpose  as  the  Michael 
Tenzer  Family  Circle.  He  invited  our  members  to  attend  one 
of  their  meetings,  which  invitation  was  accepted  by  the  mem¬ 
bers.  After  that  it  was  decided  to  run  a  card  party  to  take 
place  some  time  in  April.  Committees  w7ere  appointed  for  this 
affair  and  from  the  look  of  things,  a  good  time  is  in  store  for 
everybody  who  attends. 

April  8,  1934 

At  this  meeting  discussion  was  had  with  respect  to  our  Out¬ 
ing.  Some  discussion  was  had  with  respect  to  running  a  boat 
outing  but  this  was  dropped  in  favor  of  a  land  outing.  Our  card 
party  promises  to  be  a  success  through  the  cooperation  of  Bro. 
A1  Schiff  who  has  sold  in  the  neighborhood  of  150  tickets.  At 
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the  termination  of  the  business  meeting  we  were  addressed  by 
Rabbi  Halpern  who  spoke  on  the  topic  “Pesach  and  the  Jewish 
Family”.  I  am  sure  that  everyone  enjoyed  this  lecture  and 
will  give  the  .  subject  much  thought.  Following  the  lecture,  our 
packages  were  auctioned  off  by  Auctioneer  Herbert  Tenzer.  This, 
in  addition  to  bringing  in  $14.00  which,  after  all,  is  the  main 
object,  was  a  source  of  much  amusement  to  the  members. 

Card  Party 

Our  annual  card  party  was  held  and  we  made  a  profit  of 
$160.70.  I  think  that  this  really  is  a  wonderful  record  and  Sid¬ 
ney  Herbst  and  his  very  competent  Committee  deserve  a  lot 
of  praise.  I  know  when  the  time  comes  for  the  Circle  to  run 
another  card  party,  we  will  not  forget. 

May  13,  1934 

This  meeting  was  in  commemoration  of  “Mothers  Day”  and 
was  quite  a  novel  one  for  it  was  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Junior 
and  Senior  Michael  Tenzer  Family  Circles.  It  was  the  first 
meeting  of  its  kind  ever  held  and  it  was  such  a  huge  success  that 
I  think  we  can  look  forward  to  holding  a  combined  meeting 
each  year.  First,  the  Senior  Circle  conducted  their  meeting.  It 
was  a  heated  meeting  concerning  the  Outing.  There  was  a  woman 
present  who  owned  a  hotel  up  at  Mt.  Freedom  who  desired  us 
to  hold  our  Outing  at  her  hotel.  She  offered  a  very  fine  menu. 
A  Committee  was  appointed  consisting  of  Bro.  Joe  Warshow,  Ike 
Steier,  George  Bard  and  his  wife,  to  go  up  to  the  hotel  and  re¬ 
port  their  findings  at  our  next  meeting.  At  this  meeting  it  was 
decided  that  the  Circle  buy  three  trees  to  be  planted  in  Pales¬ 
tine.  After  the  meeting  had  been  concluded  President  Joe  Bard 
gave  the  chair  over  to  Harold  Warshow,  the  President  of  the 
Junior  League.  The  children  all  looked  very  nice  and  I  am 
sure  they  enjoyed  being  with  us  just  as  much  as  we  enjoyed 
having  them.  During  the  course  of  their  meeting  a  motion  was 
made  that  the  Junior  League  buy  a  tree  to  be  planted  in  Pales¬ 
tine.  This  motion  was  carried.  Following  the  meeting  enter¬ 
tainment  was  furnished  by  Doris  Batkin,  Doris  Schiff,  Arthur 
Seewald,  Bernard  Tenzer  and  Marilyn  Schiff.  Each  mother 
present  received  a  token  from  the  Junior  League.  It  was  a  lovely 
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thought,  Jeannette,  and  I  am  sure  that  all  the- parents  fully  ap¬ 
preciate  what  you  are  doing  for  their  children. 

June  10,  1934 

This  meeting  was  taken  up  with  the  plans  for  the  Outing. 
All  arrangements  were  completed  so  that  there  would  be  no  last 
minute  detail  to  upset  plans.  After  the  meeting  Miss  Eva  Miller 
'entertained  in  her  own  inimitable  manner.

You 
will  recall  that  the  Kirsch  Family  Circle  held  their  Outing  in 
conjunction  with  ours.  The  baseball  game  that  took  place  be¬ 
tween  the  rival  Family  Circles  was  a  walkaway  for  our  side. 
We  all  were  sorry  to  have  to  leave.  At  this  point  1  think  it  no 
more  than  proper  to  compliment  the  Committee  who  selected 
this  place.  I’m  sorry  to  say  that  there  wasn’t  much  singing 
or  carrying  on  in  the  bus  coming  home,  everybody  being  asleep 
after  such  a  trying  day.  To  anyone  who  did  not  have  a  fine 
time,  I  say,  “You  have  no  one  to  blame  but  yourself.” 

October  7,  1934 

The  -first  meeting  after  the  summer  vacation  was  a  grand 
success.  President  Joe  Bard  welcomed  all  members  and  ex¬ 
pressed  his  thankfulness  that  we  were  all  well  and  had  enjoyed 
a  lovely  vacation.  He  also  stated  that  he  was  glad  to  see  all 
our  faces  again,  and  I  really  think,  Folks,  that  he  was  in  earnest. 
Some  discussion  was  had  with  respect  to  the  Outing  and  all 
agreed  that  it  was  the  nicest  outing  that  we  have  ever  had.  Our 
worthy  member,  Jeannette  Tenzer,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  was  in

bed  with  a  bad  fracture.  But  that  doesn’t  prevent  Jeanette 
from  thinking  about  our  Circle  and  thinking  up  ways  and  means 
for  saving  the  Circle  money.  She  sent  in  a  lovely  letter  with  an 
enclosure  of  $3.00  to  start  what  she  called  “A  Sunshine  Fund” 
to  provide  money  for  gifts  to  be  sent  in  time  of  distress  or  ill- 
ness,  instead  of  taking  the  money  out  of  the  Treasury.  It  was 
a  lovely  thought,  Jeanette,  and  the  members  accepted  the  sug¬ 
gestion  in  their  usual  way.  That  night  over  $8.00  was  collected 
for  this  Fund  and  I  am  sure  that  no  one  will  forget  to  contribute 
toward  it  when  occasion  arises.  The  only  bad  feature  about 
this  suggestion  to  give  $10.00  for  every  birthday  is  that  now, 
at  least,  I  shall  have  to  disclose  my  true  age.  At  this  meeting 
is  was  decided  to  run  an  English  Theatre  Party  and  a  commit¬ 
tee  was  appointed,  headed  by  Sister  Florrie  Tenzer. 

November  4,  1934 

This  meeting  was  a  grand  success.  But  I  shouldn’t  say  that. 
Every  one  of  our  meetings  is  a  grand  success.  But  this  one  was 
a  special  meeting.  Sister  Florrie  Tenzer  read  a  nice  little  speech 
that  she  had  prepared  with  regard  to  the  Theatre  Party  and  it 
was  received  with  much  enthusiasm.  In  fact  after  she  had  com¬ 
pleted  her  little  story  she  was  applauded  with  much  vigor  by 
the  members.  You  better  practice  up,  Florrie,  we  may  need  a 
new  president  some  day,  and  who  can  tell?  Our  worthy  Pres¬ 
ident  appointed  a  Nomination  Committee  to  meet  during  the 
week  and  select  the  names  of  candidates  for  the  different  offices. 
At  this  point  our  President  stated  that  our  worthy  member,  Mr. 
Morganbesser,  had  arranged  for  entertainment  for  the  evening 
and  that  we  had  better  adjourn  so  as  to  be  ready  when  the  en¬ 
tertainers  arrived.  Well,  folks,  to  those  who  were  present  that

evening,  I  don’t  have  to  say  anything.  But  to  those  who  were 
not  at  the' meeting,  I  should  say  that  you  missed  one  of  the  best 
times  of  your  life.  Judging  from  the  laughter,  shrieks  and  yells 

i  that  came  from  various  individuals,  the  show  was  a  grand  suc¬ 
cess.  Why  our  worthy  Standard  Bearer  laughed  so  heartedly 
that  I  am  surprised  that  he  didn’t  have  a  stomach-ache  the  next 
day.  Well  done,  Mr.  Morganbesser.  You  certainly  have  the 
admiration  of  everybody,  not  only  as  a  member  but  also  as  a 
great  actor  and  comedian. 
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December  2,  1934 

After  a  great  deal  of  persuasion,  the  whole  party  was  swept 
into  office  by  a  unanimous  vote.  So  once  again  you  will  have 
the  pleasure  of  hearing  my  report  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 
After  the  meeting,  during  which  there  were  numerous  reports 
chief  amongst  which  was  the  Treasurer’s  report,  we  were  enter¬ 
tained  by  Cantor  Wohlberg,  accompanied  by  his  charming  wife. 
The  Cantor  rendered  a  few  numbers  and  they  were  received  with 
much  enthusiasm.  At  the  conclusion  of  his  efforts,  Rabbi  Halpern 
whom  we  have  heard  before  and  whom  we  all  enjoy,  spoke  on 
Chanukah.  It  was  a  very  well  chosen  subject  and  although  some 
parts  were  humorous,  I  am  sure  that  some  remarks  struck  home 
and  will  be  long  remembered.  After  the  address  by  Rabbi 
Halpern,  the  members  partook  of  a  feast  of  potato  pancakes  and 
apple  sauce  and  it  certainly  was  a  novel  idea.  At  this  point  I 
think  it  no  more  than  right  to  give  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Bro. 
Sol  Kerstein  through  whose  efforts  Cantor  Wohlberg  and  Rabbi 
Halpern  appeared,  and  Bro.  Sam  Kirsch  who  so  generously  do¬ 
nated  some  250  potato  pancakes. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  say  a  few  words  about  our 
President.  That  generous  soul,  without  any  hue  and  cry,  and 
with  nobody  knowing  about  it,  loaned  the  Family  Circle  enough 
money  to  pay  for  the  cemetery  plots  so  that  now  they  belong 
to  the  Circle  outright.

Joe  and  they  can  show  their  apprecia¬ 
tion  by  just  keeping  quiet  when  the  meeting  is  in  progress,  which 
is  his  only  requset.  I  am  sure  that  that  is  not  too  much  to  ask 
and  I  am  certain,  if  you  do  that  little  thing,  you  will  not  be 
sorry.

Meeting  of  January  6,  1935

The  meeting  was  closed  at  10:30  and  refreshments  were 
served. 

February  3,  1935 

Our  President,  who  had  just  returned  from  a  sojourn  in  Flor¬ 
ida,  presided,  after  being  installed.  He  welcomed  the  newly 
elected  officers  who  had  been  installed  at  the  previous  meeting. 
At  this  time  it  wras  decided  that  we  run  a  Card  Party,  to  be  held 
May  1st.  From  the  size  of  the  Chairman,  Sam  Tenzer,  the  affair 
should  be  a  huge  success.  Brother  Joe  Bard  entertained  the 
members  by  telling  us  something  about  Florida.  He  was  only 
sorry  that  wre  all  couldn’t  have  been  there.  As  for  myself,  1 
shall  have  to  wait  until,  as  he  stated,  the  Michael  Tenzer  Family 
Circle  all. pile  into  an  aeroplane  and  go  to  Florida  for  an  outing; 
and  I  hope  I  will  not  have  to  wrait  too  long. 

Following  the  meeting,  refreshments  wrere  served  which  were 
donated  by  Joe  and  Ray  Warshow,  in  honor  of  their  25th  Wed¬ 
ding  Anniversary.  I  think  that  it  will  set  a  precedent  and  after 
this,  whoever  has  an  anniversary,  will  furnish  the  refreshments. 

March  3,  1935 

This  was  one  of  our  largest  meetings,  I  guess  everybody  came 
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to  celebrate  Herman  Batkin’s  birthday.  I  know  he  didn’t  feel 
so  lonely  for  he  had  a  lot  of  his  landsleit  present.  In  fact, 
he  didn’t  even  go  downstairs  to  play  poker,  but  stayed  at  the 
meeting  until  the  end.  It  is  too  bad  you  don’t  have  a  birthday 
every  time  there  is  a  meeting,  Herman,  so  that  we  could  see 
more  of  you. 

At  this  meeting  Bro.  Herbert  spoke  about  the  condition  in 
Shendiszov  and  made  a  suggestion  that  all  castoff  clothing  be 
fixed  up  and  sent  to  Europe.  This  was  a  good  suggestion  and  it 
was  received  with  the  usual  enthusiasm. 

Another  motion  was  made  that  the  profits  from  the  Card 
Party  be  set  aside  to  defray  the  cost  of  fixing  up  the  clothing 
and  shipping  it  to  Europe.  A  number  of  members  volunteered  to 
take  care  of  this  matter  and  discussion  was  closed. 

Following  the  meeting  we  were  entertained  by  Mr.  Victor 
Packer,  who  rendered  some  Jewish  jokes  to  the  enjoyment  of 
the  members. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting,  Sister  Bertha  served  the 
refreshments  which  she  donated  in  honor  of  her  husband’s 
birthday. 

April  7,  1935 

Sam  Tenzer  rendered  a  report  as  to  the  progress  made  with 
the  Card  Party.  It  promises  to  be  a  big  success,  with  everybody 
working  together. 

Plans  were  also  discussed  for  our  annual  outing. 

Sister  Helen  presented  to  the  Circle  a  complete  typewritten 
report  of  the  Family  Circle  from  its  inception  up-to-date.  It 
was  a  great  piece  of  work  and  must  have  taken  Helen  some  time. 
I  am  sure  that  we  all  appreciate  her  efforts.  Bro.  Joe  Bard  pre¬ 
sented  her  with  a  token  of  his  appreciation. 

Rabbi'  Burstein  then  delivered  an  address  on  The  Life  of 
Moses  Maimonides.  It  was  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  the  members 
and  he  was  given  a  big  vote  of  thanks. 

May  1,  1935 

This  was  the  date  of  our  annual  Card  Party.  The  only  com¬ 
plaint  I  have  is  that  the  Committee  worked  too  hard  and  there 
should  have  been  more  people  present.  But  all  in  all,  I  really 
think  the  Committee  did  a  good  job  and  should  be  congratulated. 
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May  5,  1935 

At  this  nieeting  there  was  a  heated  argument  with  respect 
to  the  Outing.  It  was  a  lucky  thing  that  the  weather  was  bad 
and  the  attendance  poor,  else  we  would  have  been  at  the  Center 
all  night.  How  so  few  people  can  create  such  a  disturbance,  1 
really  can’t  figure  out.  Then,  when  the  Senior  League  was  all 
finished  with  their  say,  a  delegation  from  the  Junior  League,  con¬ 
sisting  of  Doris  Batkin,  Bernard  Tenzer  and  Buddy  Pion,  made 
their  complaints,  which,  you  will  agree,  were  justified.  The 
Committee  was  instructed  to  bear  all  the  complaints  in  mind 
when  they  went  to  procure  the  hotel.  While  I  am  on  the  subject, 
our  President  will  have  to  look  to  his  laurels,  for  when  these 
children  become  of  age  to  enter  the  Senior  League,  there  will  be 
some  keen  competition  for  the  office  of  President,  judging  from 
the  way  they  spoke  up  at  the  meeting.  Following  this  discus¬ 
sion,  the  pictures  which  Sidney  Herbst  had  taken  in  Shendiszov 
wrere  shown.  From  the  pictures  one  cannot  conceive  of  the  suf¬ 
fering  and  hardships  that  are  extant  there.  Bro.  Herbert  sup¬ 
plemented  the  pictures  by  a  few  remarks  and  again  stressed  the 
plan  which  he  had  inaugurated,  that  is,  the  collecting  of  old 
clothes  to  be  fixed  up  and  sent  to  Europe.  I  am  sure  that  if  all 
the  members  work  conscientiously,  the  Michael  Tenzer  Family 
Circle  will  do  its  bit  to  relieve  the  situation. 

June  23,  1935 

This  was  the  day  of  our  Outing,  and  as  every  year,  it  was  a 
glorious  day.  The  bus  left  Canal  Street  and  Broadway  at  9:30 
o’clock  sharp,  wonder  of  wonders.  Everybody  in  the  bus  was 
given  a  song  sheet  and  we  all  enjoyed  some  singing  (I’ll  call  it 
that  for  lack  of  a  better  name).  It  took  about  1  Ya  hours  to  get 
to  Spring  Valley.  When  wre  got  there  everybody  made  a  scramble 
for  a  room  to  get  undressed  in.  When  that  wras  accomplished, 
we  explored  the  place.  It  really  was  a  very  nice  place,  all  except 
the  handball  courts  and  the  baseball  grounds.  A  basketball  game 
was  attempted,  but  due  to  too  many  accidents,  it  had  to  be  called 
off.  Then  came  the  dinner.  It  was  very  enjoyable  and  there 
was  plenty  for  everyone.  After  that  came  the  rest  period,  just 
lying  around  in  the  sun.  Then  came  the  races  which  everybody 
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enjoyed.  Those  who  wished  to  go  in  swimming  went  into  the 
pool.  And  so  on,  until  it  was  time  to  climb  back  into  the  bus 
and  go  home,  after  a  very  enjoyable  day  in  the  country. 

September  29,  1935 

The  President  opened  the  meeting  and  wished  everybody  a 
Happy  New  Year.  A  motion  was  made  that  all  late-comers,  that 
is  everybody  who  comes  after  8:30,  be  fined  $.10,  the  proceeds 
to  go  to  the  Sunshine  Fund.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  now 
we  will  see  if  that  brings  the  members  to  the  meeting  on  time. 

It  was  suggested,  and  a  motion  made,  that  we  run  a  Jewish 
Theatre  Party.  A  Committee  was  appointed  consisting  of  Sol 
Kerstein  and  George  Bard,  who  were  given  the  power  to  buy 
$300.00  worth  of  tickets  for  a  show  for  any  Saturday  night.’  It 
is  hoped  that  the  Circle  will  make  $200.00  on  this  affair. 

November  3,  1935 

Meeting  called  to  order  at  8:30  P.  M.  sharp,  as  promised  at 
the  last  meeting.  The  only  trouble  with  the  new  arrangement, 
whereby  late-comers  are  fined  $.10  each,  is  that  every  time  any¬ 
body  comes  in  late,  all  hands  are  turned  towards  the  door  to  see 
if  he  digs  in  to  pay  the  fine. 

Following  the  welcome  address  by  our  President,  a  long  dis¬ 
cussion  arose  with  respect  to  our  cemetery  plot.  After  a  great 
deal  of  talking  the  matter  was  left  in  abeyance  until  the  Trustees 
had  gone  into  the  situation  and  had  rendered  their  report. 

Bro.  George  Bard,  Chairman  of  the  Theatre  Party,  com¬ 
plained  that  he  wasn’t  getting  very  much  cooperation  from  the 
members  and  that  if  everybody  didn’t  pitch  in  and  dispose  of 
tickets,  he  would  have  to  sell  some  at  a  loss.  Thereupon,  Sister 
Bertha,,  good  saleslady  that  she  is,  took  herself  downstairs  and 
sold  almost  all  that  George  had  left.  With  a  little  more  help, 
the  Circle  stands  to  make  nearly  $200.00  on  this  affair. 

The  Trustees  were  given  the  task  of  selecting  candidates  for 
election,  which  election  takes  place  at  our  next  meeting. 

Meeting  adjourned  at  10:30,  and  while  the  Trustees  held 
their  meeting  in  the  corner,  the  rest  of  the  members  played  cards, 
or  sat  and  gossiped. 
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December  1,  1935 

After  a  little  coaxing  on  all  sides,  almost  the  entire  staff  of 
officers  were  unanimously  re-elected.  This  means  that,  for  an¬ 
other  year,  our  Family  Circle  will  be  headed  by  President  Joe 
Bard,  ably  assisted  by  a  new-comer  to  the  staff,  Sister  Bertha 
Batkin,  who  confessed,  upon  being  nominated,  that  she  had  been 
waiting  for  a  number  of  years  for  such  an  honor.  I  know  that 
the  Family  Circle  will  prosper  under  this  new  regime.  There 
is  no  reason  why  it  should  not. 

After  a  lengthy  discussion  a  motion  was  made  and  seconded, 
that  the  Family  Circle  hold  one  affair  a  year,  the  proceeds  to 
be  used  exclusively  for  charity.  This  was  a  very  good  suggestion 
and  I  think  it  will  work  out  satisfactorily  so  that  we  can  carry 
on  our  foreign  and  inner  circle  relief  the  way  we  have  been 
doing,  without  any  interruption. 

Following  our  meeting  and  through  the  courtesy  of  Bro.  Sol 
Kerstein,  we  were  entertained  by  an  address  given  by  Rabbi 
Wohlberg,  whose  topic  “Big  Palestine  in  the  Little  Jewish  World,” 
was  very  well  chosen  and  rendered.  Judging  from  the  silence 
during  his  talk,  everybody  was  deeply  inmpressed  by  the  subject 
and  I  feel  sure  that  we  all  look  forward  to  another  address  from 
the  Rabbi  real  soon. 

This  concludes  my  report  which  I  trust  you  have  enjoyed. 
As  you  have  seen  fit  to  re-elect  me  for  the  coming  year,  I  shall 
do  my  best  to  render  a  bigger  and  better  report  at  the  proper 
time.

January  5,  1936 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  new  year,  our  newly  elected  of¬ 
ficers  were  installed  by  Pro.

Herbert  reviewed  the  history  of  the 
Circle  for  the  past  ten  years  and  as  usual,  held  his  audience 
speechless,  which  is,  to  say  the  least,  somewhat  of  a  miracle  con¬ 
sidering  the  gossips  in  our  Circle.  In  any  event,  we  can  always 
depend  upon  Plerbert  to  come  to  the  rescue  any  time  the  meet¬ 
ings  get  dull,  which  I  trust  will  never  happen. 

Following  the  address  by  Herbert,  he  installed  the  Standard 
Bearers  for  the  tenth  consecutive  year,  after  which  the  newly 
elected  officers  were  installed. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  a  guest  speaker,  Mr.  Ben  Porath,  had 
arrived,  the  meeting  was  interrupted  at  this  point.  He  spoke  on 
the  subject  of  Family  Ties,  at  home  and  abroad.  His.  talk,  al¬ 
though  brief,  was  very  interesting  and  entertaining  and  we  look 
forward  to  Mr.  Porath’s  presence  again.  Many  thanks,  Bro. 
Herbert,  for  making  this  possible. 

Well,  folks,  two  of  the  best  bakers  in  the  Circle,  Sister  Regina 
Sewald  and  Sister  Evelyn  Tenzer,  are  now  the  Official  Hostesses 
and  you  can  be  sure  that  the  cakes  will  be  delicious  from  now 
on.  (As  if  they  hadn’t  been  in  the  past). 

Bro.  Joe  Bard  then  informed  the  members  that  it  was  his 
intention  to  present  each  and  every  member  with  a  book,  giving 
the  entire  history  of  the  Family  Circle  since  its  inception.  He 
entrusted  Bro.  Sol.  Kerstein  with  the  editorship  of  this  book.  We 
all  look  forward  to  receiving  such  a  gift  and  will  prize  it  highly. 

February  2,  1936 

At  8:30  P.  M.  Eastern  Standard  Time,  Bro.  Herbert  opened 
and  called  the  meeting  to  order.  It  was  a  lucky  thing  that  he 
did,  for  our  newly  elected  staff  of  officers  were  conspicuous  by 
their  absence.  Bro.  Joe  Bard,  President,  being  on  a  vacation  in 
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Florida,  Bro.  Sol  Kerstein,  1st  Vice-President,  attending  a  Miz- 
rachi  convention  in  Washington.  Sis.  Bertha  Batkin,  2nd  Vice- 
President,  who  had  waited  two  years  for  the  opportunity  of  be¬ 
coming  an  officer,  being  absent  and  unaccounted  for.  Sis.  Helen 
Lilienfeld,  Secretary,  also  being  in  Florida  and  Bro  .Teddy  Ten- 
zer,  also  among  the  missing. 

However,  Herbert  had  full  authority  to  call  the  meeting  to 
order,  having  received  a  memorandum  from  Bro.  Sol  Kerstein 
advising  him  of  the  business  to  be  taken  up  at  the  meeting. 

After  the  minutes  had  been  read,  Sergeant-at-Arms  Meyer 
Harris  reported  that  there  were  six  persons  at  the  door  who 
refused  to  pay  the  $.10  fine  and  who  demanded  admittance. 
Bro.  Herbert  insisted  upon  the  payment  of  the  fine  and  the  late¬ 
comers  absolutely  refused  to  pay  the  same.  Finally  there  was 
no  recourse  left  but  to  hold  a  trial  and  hear  the  evidence  as  to 
why  the  defendants  were  late.  They  were  Bro.  Milton  and 
Sister  Evelyn  Tenzer;  Bro.  Teddy  and  Sister  Anna  Tenzer  (our 
Honorable  Treasurer);  Sister  Beatrice  Kerstein  and  Bro.  J. 
Bard.  Bro.  Sidney  Herbst,  the  “District  Attorney,”  did  his  best 
to  find  the  defendants  guilty  and  he  succeeded,  because  the  jury 
brought  in  such  a  verdict  for  a  10  cents  fine  with  the  alternative 
of  leaving  the  meeting  until  after  all  business  had  been  completed. 
The  defendants  still  refused  to  pay  the  fine  and  retired  to  the 
outer  hall  where  they  had  a  hot  poker  game.  1  am  told  that  an 
appeal  was  contemplated  due  to  the  fact  that  the  defendants 
were  not  properly  represented  by  counsel.  However,  that  pro¬ 
cedure  was  regarded  as  too  costly  and  the  matter  was  dropped. 

March  1,  1936 

Our  President  called  the  meeting  to  order,  looking  fit  after 
his  vacation,  in  Florida.  It  was  a  comparatively  small  meeting, 
perhaps  due  to  the  fact  that  it  was  a  package  party  and  every¬ 
body  had  to  bring  a  package.  After  the  preliminary  steps  had 
been  taken,  consisting  of  the  reading  of  the  minutes,  a  motion  was 
made  that  the  Circle  run  an  English  theatre  party.  It  was 
hoped  that  we  would  make  more  of  a  success  w-ith  an  English 
theatre  party  than  w>e  had  been  doing  with  the  Jewish  ones. 

Following  the  discussion  on  the  theatre  party  and  after  the 
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appointment  of  a  Committee,  President  Joe  Bard  entertained  us 
by  describing  some  of  the  interesting  places  in  Florida.  The 
way  he  boosts  the  place  you  would  think  that  he  got  a  commission 
for  every  person  he  sent  there.  We  all  sincerely  hope  that  he 
continues  to  go  to  Florida,  year  after  year,  bringing  back  tales 
of  interest  for  the  enjoyment  of  those,  less  fortunate,  who  can¬ 
not  go  there  themselves. 

Our  Standard  Bearers  have  announced  the  engagement  of  their 
daughter,  Jeanette,  to  Mr.  Aaron  Schwartz,  (lucky  man).  We 
all  congratulate  them  upon  their  engagement,  and  wish  Sister 
Jeanette  and  Aaron  the  best  of  luck. 

Following  the  meeting  the  packages  were  auctioned  off  by 
Bro.  Teddy  Tenzer,  ably  assisted  by  Joe  Warshow.  This  auc¬ 
tion,  aside  from  increasing  our  Sunshine  Fund  some  $7.00,  was 
a  source  of  enjoyment  to  the  members. 

March  22,  1936 

The  reason  why  this  meeting  takes  place  so  soon  after  the 
previous  one  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  first  Sunday  in  April  is 
in  the  midst  of  the  Passover  holidays  and  so  we  are  having  the 
meeting  at  this  time.  In  honor  of  Jeanette’s  engagement,  our 
Standard  Bearers  had  provided  all  the  refreshments.  I  don’t 
know  if  everybody  came  to  see  Aaron  or  not,  or  if  they  came  to 
eat,  but  it  was  one  of  the  biggest  meetings  of  the  year.  In  fact, 
as  Jeanette  said,  if  an  engagement  could  bring  out  so  many  peo¬ 
ple  there  should  be  one  at  every  meeting. 

After  some  discussion  on  the  English  theatre  party,  Bro. 
Herbert  called  the  President’s  attention  to  the  minutes  of  a  pre¬ 
vious  meeting  which  stated  that  only  one  affair  was  to  be  held 
a  year,  the  proceeds  to  go  to  European  relief.  As  we  have  al¬ 
ready  had  a  Jewish  theatre  party  this  year,  the  discussion  on 
the  English  theatre  party  was  tabled  for  the  time  being. 

The  meeting  was  then  adjourned  to  enable  everyone  to  have 
a  good  time,  which  all  did. 

May  3,  1936 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  the  specified  time.  A1 
though  there  has  been  nothing  said  at  the  various  meetings  con¬ 
cerning  our  cemetery  grounds  and  the  erection  of  a  gate  and 
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pillars,  Bro.  Joe  has  not  forgotten  it.  We  all  know  Joe  and  when 
he  undertakes  something,  he  carries  it  out  to  the  letter.  I’lans 
were  submitted  to  the  members  for  their  approval  and  he  has 
been  given  full  power  by  the  Board  of  Directors  to  do  all  he  can 
towards  making  this  something  to  be  proud  of. 

Bro.  Sol  Kerstein  and  Bro.  Joe  report  that  plans  for  the 
book  to  be  presented  to  each  member  are  nearing  completion  and 
that  it  will  be  ready  for  the  printers  soon. 

Discussion  was  had  as  to  our  outing  and  it  was  decided  that 
the  Circle  plan  a  basket  party  to  be  held  the  latter  part  of  June. 
A  Committee  was  appointed  and  all  we  need  now  is  a  nice  day. 

June  7,  1936 

Due  to  the  fact  that  our  outing  had  been  called  off  because 
of  the  illness  of  the  Standard  Bearer,  Michael  Tenzer,  there  was 
a  discussion  as  to  whether  we  should  have  an  outing  or  whether 
the  money  should  be  used  to  better  advantage,  that  is,  towards 
making  our  Tenth  Anniversary  something  to  be  remembered.  Af¬ 
ter  an  open  discussion  it  was  decided  that  we  do  away  with  our 
outing.  , 

Sister  Rose  Steier  being  absent  and  her  absence  noted,  Bro. 
Ike  was  asked  where  she  was.  It  seemed  that  she  was  in  Phila¬ 
delphia  and  that  he  had  nowheres  to  go  for  supper  for  the 
coming  week.  Invitations  were  showered  upon  him  and  if  1 
were  Aunt  Rose,  I  would  stay  away  for  another  week,  because 
you  can  feel  sure  that  if  Ike  is  invited  for  supper  to  any  one  of 
the  members’  homes,  he  will  not  go  away  hungry  and  in  fact, 
will  take  enough  food  home  with  him  for  breakfast  and  lunch 
for  the  next  day. 

Sister  Bertha  announced  the  formation  of  a  Cousins  Club 
and  all  cousins  are  invited  to  oin.  They’d  better  do  so  at  once 
because  the  membership  is  somewhat  limited.  However,  if  you 
know  a  lot  of  jokes  (you  know  the  kind  I  mean,  not  parlor  jokes), 
we  will  stretch  a  point  and  accept  you  as  a  member  at  any  time. 

September  13,  1936 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Circle  following  the  summer  vaca¬ 
tion  was  called  to  order  in  the  Green  Room.  It  was  certainly 
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nice  to  see  all  familiar  faces  once  again,  most  of  which  I  hadn’t 
seen  since  Jeanette’s  wedding. 

A  number  of  things  had  been  accomplished  during  the  sum¬ 
mer  months.  The  first  of  these,  which  I  believe  to  be  the  most 
important,  was  that  the  Circle  purchased  a  gate  and  a  number  of 
benches  for  the  cemetery  plot  and  had  fixed  it  up.  A  date  was 
set  for  the  dedication  and  Bro.  Sol  Kerstein  was  instructed  to 
engage  a  speaker. 

The  next  thing  taken  up  was  the  Tenth  Anniversary  Dinner. 
This  was  to  be  for  members  only,  including  children  over  the 
age  of  13  years.  It  is  to  be  held  January  9th,  1937,  at  the  East 
Midwood  Jewish  Center.  Bertha  Batkin,  Sidney  Herbst  and  Ike 
Steier  are  the  Chairmen  and  I  am  sure  that  with  such  a  capable 
Committee  the  affair  can  be  nothing  but  a  brilliant  success. 

Just  a  word  here  for  Bro.  Joe.  (It  seems  as  if  this  whole 
report  is  about  Bro.  Joe).  As  you  know,  he  is  donating  a  book 
of  the  history  of  the  Circle,  to  each  and  every  member.  I 
don’t  know  if  you  people  realize  it  or  not,  but  this  is  going  to 
cost  him  a  pretty  penny.  I  really  think  we  should  give  him 
some  more  assistance  and  not  sit  back  and  let  him  do  all  the 
work. 

As  for  our  theatre  party,  the  tickets  are  already  purchased 
and  Sister  Jeanette,  with  the  assistance  of  her  husband,  Aaron 
Schwartz,  with  a  little  luck,  hopes  to  be  able  to  realize  almost 
$200.00  on  the  affair,  which  will  be  a  great  help  towards  our 
Tenth  Anniversary  Dinner. 

October  4,  1936 

Although  there  were  a  few  new  faces  at  this  meeting,  or  rather, 
faces  that  we  haven’t  seen  in  a  long  time,  a  great  number  of  the 
old  faces  were  missing.  Sisters  Bertha  and  Estelle  Schiff  were 
instructed  to  get  in  touch  with  the  members  wrho  have  not  at¬ 
tended  the  last  few  meetings  and  find  out  why  they  were  absent. 
If  they  are  staying  away  because  of  the  fine  imposed  upon  late¬ 
comers,  they  needn’t  do  so  any  longer,  for  the  Sergeant-at-Arms, 
Meyer  Harris,  has  been  absent  himself  from  a  few  meetings  and 
those  who  come  late  have  no  one  to  pay  the  fine  to. 

The  business  of  the  meeting  was,  of  course,  the  Anniversary 
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Dinner.  The  Committee  had  selected  a  menu  which  they  feel 
will  meet  with  our  approval.  We’ll  let  them  know  after  the 
dinner. 

A  date  was  set  for  the  dedication  of  the  cemetery  gate  on 
October  25th,  and  members  with  cars  were  urged  to  get  in  touch 
with  others  without  cars  and  take  them.  Directions  were  given 
as  to  how  to  get  there  by  train  or  car  and  I  feel  sure  that  a 
goodly  crowd  will  attend. 

Bro.  Sidney  then  suggested  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
another  Family  Circle,  one  in  existence  for  only  two  years,  pub¬ 
lish  a  monthly  newspaper;  that  we  publish  one  also,  setting  forth 
all  the  important  happenings  of  the  month,  to  be  sent  to  all  mem¬ 
bers.  After  a  lengthy  discussion,  Bro.  Sidney  assisted  by  Jennie, 
offered  to  get  up  the  first  edition.  He  may  be  sorry,  for  l  am 
sure  that  he  will  do  such  a  fine  job  that  we  will  insist  that  he 
be  Editor-in-Chief. 

October  25,  1936 

This  was  the  day  for  the  dedication  of  our  cemetery  plot.  It 
wras  a  beautiful  day  and  I  am  sure  that  everyone  who  attended 
the  ceremonies  had  a  very  impressive  time.  Bro.  Joe  has  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  making  this  little  place  on  the  map  a  thing  of  beauty. 
Through  his  efforts  there  has  been  erected  a  gate,  two  benches 
and  a  walk  together  with  two  posts,  through  which  a  chain  is  to 
be  drawn.  Bro.  Solomon  J.  Barth  read  a  psalm.  He  was 
followed  by  Rabbi  Max  kirschblum,  who  spoke  both  in  English 
and  Yiddish.  It  was  the  wish  of  Rabbi  Kirschblum,  echoed  by 
all  the  members,  that  the  plot  would  be  vacant  for  a  long  time 
to  come. 

Bro.  Herbert  was  then  called  upon  to  say  a  few  words  and 
then  the  rabbi  closed  the  dedication  with  a  prayer. 

Bro.  Joe  ’is  to  be  commended  for  the  program  arranged  and 
the  accommodations  furnished.  Thanks  also  to  Bro.  Sol  ker- 
stein  through  whose  efforts  Rabbi  kirschblum  was  engaged. 

November  8,  1936 

This  was  somewhat  of  a  sorrowful  occasion,  due  to  the  mis¬ 
fortune  which  had  befallen  Sidney  and  Jennie  Herbst  upon  the 
death  of  their  youngest  son,  Richard.  A  letter  of  thanks  was 
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read,  received  from  Jennie,  expressing  gratitude  for  the  many 
kindnesses  shown  to  Sidney  and  her  during  their  bereavement. 

There  was  a  discussion  as  to  a  permanent  memorial  to  per¬ 
petuate  little  Dicky’s  name.  Sister  Jeanette  then  announced  that 
she  had  obtained  Jennie’s  and  Sidney’s  permission  to  establish 
a  “Dicky  Herbst  Cheer  Fund”  in  the  Junior  League,  to  be  estab¬ 
lished  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  children. 

Sister  Jeanette  then  reported  a  very  sad  state  of  affairs  with 
regards  to  the  theatre  party.  Upon  being  sent  tickets  through 
the  mail,  some  of  the  members  returned  them.  It  seems  that 
the  only  ones  who  buy  tickets  to  our  theatre  parties  are  out¬ 
siders;  the  members  falling  down  on  the  job.  It  is  really  too  bad 
that  the  members  cannot  cooperate  and  make  the  affair  a  suc¬ 
cess.  Money  is  needed  for  our  Tenth  Anniversary  Dinner  and 
this  is  the  only  way  we  can  raise  it.  However,  Uncle  Ike  took 
the  remaining  tickets  and  promised  to  get  rid  of  them  at  the 
point  of  a  gun,  if  necessary. 

It  is  really  too  bad  that  Jennie  and  Sidney  were  not  present 
to  hear  the  many  comments  on  their  endeavors  with  the  Bulletin. 
It  was  a  marvelous  piece  of  work  and  it  is  unfortunate  that  such 
a  catastrophe  should  occur  at  this  time,  or  at  any  time. 

Sisters  Estelle  Batkin,  Jeanette  Tenzer,  Pearl  Warshow  and 
Lily  Steier  were  appointed  temporary  editors  to  publish  the 
Bulletin  until  Jennie  and  Sidney  can  put  their  minds  down  to  it 
again,  which  we  hope  will  be  real  soon.  The  girls  ought  not  to 
have  much  trouble,  since  they  are  members  of  the  Cousins  -Club 
and  after  attending  one  of  those  meetings,  they  could  make  up 
a  paper  that  would  make  Walter  Winchell’s  column  look  like 
an  amateur’s  attempt. 

Following  the  meeting  we  had  the  pleasure  of  listening  to 
Mr.  Arthur  Weyne,  managing  editor  of  the  Jewish  Examiner, 
who  spoke  on  Jewish  Communal  Life.  It  was  interesting  as  well 
as  amusing.  Many  thanks,  Bro.  Sol  Kerstein,  for  bringing  Mr. 
Weyne  to  our  meeting.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

of  the 

MICHAEL  TENZER  FAMILY  CIRCLE 

PREAMBLE 

To  inculcate  the  principles  of  our  family  bond,  to  promote 
the  welfare  and  enhance  the  happiness  of  our  members,  to  cul¬ 
tivate  the  feeling  of  Brotherly  Love,  to  further  the  interests  of 
the  entire  family,  and  to  provide  a  means  for  governing  ourselves: 

We,  the  members  of  the  “MICHAEL  TENZER  FAMILY 
CIRCLE,”  do  solemnly  ordain  and  establish  this  constitution 
and  by-laws. 

ARTICLE  ONE 

Section  One:  Our  organization  for  all  time  shall  be  known 
as  the  “Michael  Tenzer  Family  Circle.” 

Section  Two:  The  objects  of  our  Circle,  in  addition  to 
what  has  already  been  set  forth  in  the  preamble  herewith,  which  is 
accepted  and  acknowledged  as  a  part  hereof,  shall  be  to  eradicate 
discord,  create  harmony  and  conduct  ourselves  in  the  field  of 
charity. 

Section  Three:  Our  Circle  shall  meet  once  a  month  at  a 
time  and  place  designated  by  the  “Time  and  Place  Committee.” 

ARTICLE  TWO 

Section  One:  Our  Circle  shall  be  composed  of  members 
of  the  immediate  family  of  our  Standard  Bearer,  Michael  Tenzer, 
at  the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  numbering  twenty-four: 
Fourteen  Senior  Members  and  ten  Junior  Members. 

Section  Two:  The  Senior  Members  of  our  Circle  at  the  time 
of  the  adoption  of  this  constitution  are  those  whose  signatures 
are  subscribed  hereto. 

Section  Three:  The  Junior  Members  of  our  Circle  at  the 
time  of  the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  will  also  subscribe  hereto 
in  their  own  writing  or  in  that  of  their  parents. 
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Section  Four:  A  Junior  member  may  become  a  Senior  mem¬ 
ber  only  upon  the  attainment  of  the  age  of  sixteen  and  amend¬ 
ment  to  this  constitution  by  unanimous  consent  of  all  the  mem¬ 
bers  present  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Circle  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  described  in  Article  Seven  of  this  constitution. 

ARTICLE  THREE 

Section  One:  Michael  Tenzcr  and  Rose  Tenzer  are  desig¬ 
nated  and  shall  be  known  as  our  “Standard  Bearers.” 

Section  Two:  Officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  each  year  and  shall  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year.  The 
officers  to  be  elected  are  as  follows: 

President 

Vice-President 

Secretary 

Treasurer 

Two  Trustees 

Historian 

Sergeant-at-Arms. 

Section  Three:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to 
preside  over  all  meetings,  call  special  meetings  when  the  oc¬ 
casion  requires  and  appoint  all  committees.  He  shall  be  an  ex- 
officio  member  of  these  Committees.  He  shall  enforce  a  reason¬ 
able  observance  of  the  constitution.  The  President  shall  not 
have  a  vote  unless  the  membership  be  equally  divided. 

Section  Four:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-President 
to  preside  at  all  meetings  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  or  at 
his  request.  He  shall  act  as  chairman  on  all  committees  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  President. 

Section  Five:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  re¬ 
cord  and  preserve  all  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting,  to 
issue  notices  and  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Circle,  and 
all  other  duties  pertaining  to  his  office. 

Section  Six:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  re¬ 
ceive  the  income  of  the  Circle  and  keep  a  record  of  all  money 
received,  spent  and  on  hand:  to  render  a  report  of  same  in 
writing  at  each  meeting.  He  shall  make  no  payment  or  ex¬ 
penditure  without  the  sanction  of  the  President  or  the  Finance 
Committee. 
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Section  Seven:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  to 
maintain  banking  connections  together  with  the  Treasurer  and 
act  on  the  Finance  Committee. 

Section  Eight:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Historian  to 
establish  and  maintain  a  record  of  the  Family  Circle’s  activity 
and  also  organize  a  record  of  each  member’s  doings. 

Section  Nine:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms 
to  maintain  order  at  the  meetings  of  the  Circle. 

ARTICLE  FOUR 

Section  One:  The  Time  and  Place  Committee  shall  con¬ 
sist  of  six  Members,  the  Standard  Bearers,  the  President  and 
three  Members  appointed  by  the  President.  The  Vice-President 
shall  be  Chairman. 

Section  Two:  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  Five 
Members,  the  Standard  Bearers,  the  Treasurer  and  the  Two 
Trustees.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  be  empowered  to  make 
reasonable  expenditures  without  the  sanction  of  the  Circle,  not 
exceeding  Twenty-Five  ($25.00)  Dollars. 

ARTICLE  FIVE 

Section  One:  Ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Section  Two:  A  quorum  shall  be  necessary  to  open  a  meet¬ 
ing  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  SIX 

This  constitution  may  be  amended  only  in  the  following 
manner : 

1.  The  resolution  of  amendment  must  be  presented  to 
the  Circle  at  a  regular  meeting. 

2.  The  President  shall  thereupon  see  that  same  is  com¬ 
municated  to  all  members  of  the  Circle. 

3.  At  the  following  meeting  a  vote  shall  be  taken  and 
a  2/i  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  make 
said  amendment  a  part  of  the  constitution. 

CHARITY  RULES 

Clause  One:  There  shall  be  a  Charity  Committee  of  five 
(5)  members.  The  Standard  Bearer  shall  be  an  Ex-officio  mem¬ 
ber  of  that  Committee.  The  other  four  members  to  be  chosen 
by  the  President. 
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Clause  Two:  This  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  con¬ 
tribute  the  maximum  sum  of  Twenty-Five  ($25.00)  Dollars 
without  application  to  the  Circle.  This  power  shall  apply  only 
to  Inner  Circle  Charity. 

Clause  Three:  On  the  1st  day  of  January  of  each  year,  a 
budget  shall  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  doing  ouler-Circle  char¬ 
ity.  The  sum  set  aside  for  this  purpose  shall  not  exceed  a  sum 
equivalent  to  20%  of  the  income  producing  assets  and  bank  bal¬ 
ance  on  that  date. 

Clause  Four:  Applications  for  loans  can  be  made  only  by 
Circle  members  for  their  own  use  and  must  be  made  on  petition 
of  the  member  with  two  endorsements  of  other  members  to  the 
Charity  Board  after  which  the  Board  shall  present  its  recom¬ 
mendations  to  the  Circle  at  the  next  meeting.

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While  at  a  dinner  at  Mrs.  M.  B.  Pion’s  home,  a  suggestion  was  made 
by  Mrs.  Bertha  Batkin  that  a  club  should  be  formed  for  the  Family  Circle 
only. 

This  suggestion  was  carried  through  unanimously  and  a  meeting  was 
called  to  order  at  3  :00  P.  M. 

FIRST  MEETING 

Michael  Tenzer  and  his  wife,  Rose  Tenzer,  were  unanimously  elected 
Standard  Bearers;  Herbert  Tenzer  as  President;  Bertha  Batkin  as  Vice- 
President;  Rosttta  Tenzer  as  Secretary;  M.  Ben  Pion  as  Treasurer;  Estelle 
Schiff  as  Historian. 

It  was  unanimously  agreed  upon  that  all  officers  are  to  hold  their 
office  for  a  term  of  one  yv‘ar. 

This  Family  Circle  known  as  the  “Michael  Tenzer  Family  Circle ”  was 
formed  for  the  purpose  of  creating  harmony  and  to  do  charity. 

The  meetings  are  to  be  held  once  a  month  at  members’  homes. 

Elections  are  to  be  held  once  a  year  without  restrictions  as  to  reelection. 

Dues  are  to  be  five  dollars  a  year  for  every  voting  member  and  one 
dollar  a  year  for  every  non-voting  member.  Non-voting  members  are 
entitled  to  a  vote  when  they  attain  the  age  of  sixteen  years. 

A  committee  consisting  of  Milton,  Herbert  and  Jeanette  was  appointed 
by  the  President  to  submit  various  rules  and  also  to  submit  ways  to  make 
money  for  the  “Family  Circle”. 

It  was  unanimously  agreed  that  an  account  be  opened  at  a  savings 
bank.  Trustees  appointed  to  withdraw  money  are  Sam  Tenzer  and  A1  Schiff. 

Eva  Pion  was  authorized  by  the  Circle  to  buy  $100  worth  of  tickets 
for  a  Jewish  show.  Motion  seconded  and  carried. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Bertha  Batkin  and  seconded  by  the  President 
that  no  visitors  be  allowed  at  the  meetings  at  the  present  time. 

A  raffle  was  donated  by  Eva  Pion  which  brought  $2.00.  This  raffle 
was  won  by  Bertha  Batkin,  who  donated  $1.00.

Second  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  president  at  the  home  of 
Bertha  Batkin.  All  members  were  present. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  accepted. 

After  a  lengthy  discussion  it  was  decided  unanimously  that  we  address 
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each  other  at  meetings  of  the  “Circle”  as  “Sister”,  “Brother”,  “Standard 
Bearer”  and  Sister  Standard  Bearer”. 

The  following  committees  reported : 

THEATRE:  Sister  Eva  Pion  reported  that  she  purchased  $100.00 

worth  of  tickets  for  $35.00,  plus  a  war  tax  of  $10.00,  making  a  total  of

Sister  Jeanette  was  enlightened  as  to  how  the  Europeans  received 
money.  This  money  is  sent  through  a  bank  and  a  receipt  is  received.

This  motion  was  duly 
seconded  and  carried.

The  90th  meeting  of  the  Michael  Tcnzcr  Family  Circle  was  called  to 
order  at  9:00  o’clock  by  President  Joe  Bard. 

Due  to  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  Helen  Lilicnfeld,  Sister  Estelle 
Schiff  read  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting;  which  minutes  were  adopted. 
Sister  Pearl  Warshow  was  asked  to  act  as  Secretary  and  take  the  minutes 
of  the  meeting. 

REPORT  OF  THE  THEATRE  PARTY:  Sister  Jeanette  Schwartz, 
chairman  of  the  affair,  not  being  present,  Estelle  Schiff  rendered  the  report 
for  her.  There  was  a  net  profit  of  $145.75.

She  said  that  everything  was  in  readiness  and  that  she  had  hired 
a  band,  but  on  coming  to  the  meeting,  she  was  informed  that  several  of 
the  members  would  not  be  present  at  the  dinner  if  there  was  music. 
She  felt  that  if  the  music  would  keep  away  any  of  the  members,  we 
should  do  away  with  it.  Sister  Sarah  Group  then  stated  that  she  was  one 
of  the  people  who  were  in  mourning  and  that  she  did  not  see  why,  be¬ 
cause  of  a  few  people  who  wouldn’t  come  to  the  dinner  in  any  event, 
the  rest  of  the  members  should  be  penalized.  Sister  Jennie  Herbst,  an¬ 
other  of  the  group,  stated  that  she  did  not  sec  why  we  could  not  have 
music. 

President  Joe  Bard  then  stated  that  there  would  be  enough  entertain¬ 
ment  at  the  affair  without  the  music,  what  with  the  installation  of  offi¬ 
cers,  presentation  of  the  book  which  he  is  giving  to  each  member,  and 
speeches.  It  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  a  100%  attendance  at  the  affair, 
and  if  music  is  going  to  keep  some  ten  people  away,  we  should  do  with¬ 
out  the  music. 

After  a  lengthy  discussion,  Bro.  Theodore  Tenzer  made  a  motion,  sec¬ 
onded  by  the  Standard  Bearer,  that  the  music  should  be  omitted. 

Brother  Joe  Bard  talked  about  the  book  which  he  is  presenting  to 
each  member,  giving  the  history  of  the  Circle  since  its  inception,  that  is, 
for  the  fiast  ten  years. 

Bro.  Ike  Steier  made  a  motion  to  hold  a  meeting  on  January  3rd, 
1937,  the  first  Sunday  in  January,  to  complete  arrangements  for  the  af¬ 
fair.  After  some  discussion  on  the  floor,  Bro.  A1  Schiff  made  a  motion  to 
do  away  with  the  January  meeting,  stating  that  the  dinner  would  be  the 
January  meeting.  Bro.  Ike  then  withdrew  his  motion. 

Following  this,  President  Joe  Bard  read  off  the  names  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  selected  by  the  Trustees,  to  hold  office.  After  a  heated  argument,  in 
which  Bro.  Joe  absolutely  refused  to  act  as  President  for  the  coming  year, 
Sister  Bertha’  Batkin  was  elected  President,  by  a  closed  vote.  The  other 
officers  elected  for  the  year  1937,  are  as  follows:  Sol  Morgan,  1st  Vice- 
President;  Robert  Rosenthal,  2nd  Vice-President;  Pearl  Warshow,  Secre¬ 
tary;  Max  Group,  Treasurer;  Estelle  Schiff,  Financial  Secretary;  Jennie 
Herbst,  Historian ;  Meyer  Harris,  Sergeant-at-arms.  Trustees  remain  the 
same:  Sidney  Herbst,  Ray  Warshow,  George  Bard,  A1  Schiff,  Michael 
Tenzer,  Joe  Bard,  Herbert  Tenzer,  and  Sol  Kerstein. 

Before  the  close  of  the  meeting,  Bro.  Sol  Morgan  suggested  that  all 
give  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  to  Bro.  Joe  Bard  for  his  marvelous  work  as 
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President  of  our  organization.  This  was  done.  Bro.  Joe  then  told  the  mem¬ 
bers  and  particularly  the  newly  elected  officers,  that  even  though  he  would 
not  hold  office,  he  would  cooperate  as  he  has  done  in  the  past  and  would 
do  all  in  his  power  to  aid  in  making  lQ.i 7  the  banner  year  of  the  Circle. 

The  meeting  was  closed  at  10 :45  P.M.
